Romeo Houle Joined the First Cana- 
dian Detachment Sent to the 
Front, and Is One of the Few 
Survivors of That Regiment That 
Was Practically Annihilated at 
Ypres—A Great Adventure, but 
He Soon Got Enough of It. 


Romeo Houle, the young American barber of 
New Bedford, Mass., who served for nearly a 
year in the Siety-fifth Regiment of French- 
Oanadians, and experienced all the horrors of 
the first line trenches in France. 

In this article he describes the Battle of Ypres 
—the graveyard of his regiment—and subsequent 
engagements in which the Canadians took part. 
Houle was discharged from the army after the 
American Ambassador to England and Congress- 
man Walsh of Massachusetts had proved that he 
was under age when he enlisted in Montreal on

HE true story of the trenches has never 
been told. I know, because for many 
months I have lived in trenches. I have 

- glept daily in dread of bullet, shrapnel, mine and 
- deadly gas; and nightly in fear of mine and gas— 
and the man-eating rats. 

' J am one of the few soldiers living who entered 
the front trenches at the opening of the war and 
- who lived to fight the Germans in the front 
trenches in February, 1916. Of my original com- 
pany (the Fourth of the Fourteenth Battalion, 
| Third Brigade, First Canadian Division), which 
- marched away to that hell at Laventie and Ypres 
_ 80 gaily—500 brave boys—I am one of the 16 who 
- gurvive. And returning unexpectedly, snatched 
by the American Government out of the very jaws

1 am an American by birth and a barber by 
occupation. I have shaved men for my living in 
New Bedford, Mass., and have shaved soldiers

I do not know why we fought. No 
Archduke’s Uttle life was worth the 
titanic butchery of the world war.

We 
were both only human beings, after 
au, Fritz and I. We had no wish to 
kill each other.

I ‘am only Romco 
Houle, a barber. But I have lived— 
God, I have lived! Al the slaughter 
of heroes by the Meuse and on the 
Belgian border and in Northern 
France has passed before my eyes.

ELL, Lapointe looked over the trench 
W edge, and nobody knows what he saw. 
His brother was there to lay him down. 
He buried him (as we ever must the dead at the 
front) in a shallow pit in our trench. And the 
brother had for a time the agony of having to fight 
and feel the earth give over Charley’s breast. 

Two miles from there, at Laventie, we fought in 
the first line again. A German shell exploded over 
a pile of brush in a field near where I was shoot- 
ing toward the German line. And we, weary of 
the monotony of fighting, were overjoyed to see 
the ground covered far and wide with potatoes, 
which some farmer had hidden under hay. Po- 
tatoes! We blessed our periscope for the tooth- 
some vision. And, marvelous to relate, we noted 
that the German fire slackened. Our officers 
could not restrain the French-Canadians. On our 
bellies, over the death line, we crawled unscathed, 
and flat on the ground, wriggled to the potatoes, 
braving death for what we deem so common in 
America. 

I got my share. Nor did the flaming sky pour 
upon us the leaden hail we feared, for the Ger- 
mans held their fire while we gathered the crop 
we did not plant. 

Toward night, in the dusk, we discovered by our 
periscope that the German boys, who were cold

“IT can lick the whole German ‘army alone this 
morning!” I exclaimed in French, warmed by the 
tea. 

“Not alone!” cried Roy, reviving also under the 
influence of our breakfast, “for if you begin to 
lick ’em I’ll be beside you.” And we laughed 
together, little dreaming how soon our brave 
words would be put to the test. 

I did my turn at guard duty almost cheerfully. 
I cleaned my rifle and bayonet, shaved myself and 
washed up a little, and then thought I would get 
a little more rest while I could. But, alas! some- 
one had stolen my two empty sand bags! So I 
took off my overcoat and spread it on the ground 
and covered myself with a DbBlanket. ~The sun 
meanwhile was shining hotly on the heaps of 
dead bodies which lay not far away outside tbe 
trench. I was glad to cover my head with a 
blanket to shut out some of the awful stencn. 
And that is how the smell of decaying bodisos saved 
my life. 

Arthur Robillard, a car conductor back in Mon- 
treal, was on guard duty. I was roused when he 
fell over me. As I sat up something got :ne by 
the throat and began to strangle out my life. The 
air was rent with awful cries. Many of my com- 
rades lay dying and dead about me. I hurled my- 
self in semi-madness into a huge crater nearby, 
made by a bursting shell. There was a litt!e mud- 
dy water at the bottom, and I fell in it, face down 

The water relieved me a little, and I wet my 
handkerchief in it and covered.my face ‘The 
green, stinking air was thus shut out, and | Le- 
gan to breathe easier. I crawled out, aud balf 
blindly sought my unconscious chum, dragging 
him back 10 yards into the crater where the waiter 
was. I laid him face downward there, and he, 
too, revived a little, and there we lay, waiting for 
death.

see IN minutes later I heard shouting, and knew 
T that the Germans were coming.fast. -Lhen 
[ ran back into my trench, got my gun and 
began firing as fast as I could. The rifle soon be- 
came so hot that it burned my hands. I threw it 
down and began throwing bombs. The order to 
retreat to the next trench came. My half-strangled 
comrade was with me. We ran together and, look- 
ing back, saw the big, strapping gray fellows of 
the Teuton army leaping down into. our trereh. 

I forgot the rheumatism from which I hud teen 
suffering for several days when I saw them come 
(we all suffer from rheumatism; it is one of the 
curses of the trenches). Meanwhile, the French 
had retired to their fourth line, and we were 'cft, 
almost surrounded, with our left flank exposed 
and annihilation threatening us. 

Somehow we got hold of two machine guns and 
placed them where they would do the most gooi. 
One of these was running 560 shots a minute end 
the other—blessed French destroyer!—was pour-

I shall never forget those Germans. When our 
guns suddenly spoke their front line melted; their 
second crumpled before this destruction; but on, 
on, on they came, unflinching, marching with even 
steps into certain death. We were like lions at 
bay. It was our lives or the Germans’. Then, as 
14 or us fought together, a bomb dropped amid 
us and killed 11.

T final surrender of Kut-el-Amara, which 
have just been received from correspond- 
ents of both British and American newspapers 
and from the fuller, later official reports, show 
that Gen. Charles Verre Ferrers Townshend’s de- 
fense of this little “mud” town on a bend in the 
Tigris, 105 miles below Bagdad, adds to the long 
list of accomplishments of English armies an- 
other, which for grim determination and resource- 
fulness will rival any. 
In this siege aeroplanes were used for the first 
time in history in an attempt to provision a be- 
leaguered garrison. And though they failed to 


avert eventual capitulation to starvation, they 
were put to a use never dreamed of by the most 


HE belated details of the long siege and 


actually enabled the mixed force of defending 
British and Indian troops to prolong their re- 
sistance for months. 

The story of this unique incident adds a chap- 
ter unsurpassed for picturesqueness and original- 
ity to military history. Early in January a Brit- 
ish force moving to the relief of Kut-el-Amara 
was making victorious progress. Then, suddenly, 
came the news that floods had made success of 
the expedition impossible. 

Provisions in the beleaguered town were well 
near exhaustion. Gen. Townshend ordered a house- 
to-house search for food. On Jan. 24 searching 
parties discovered large stores of grain hidden in 
cellars and subterranean passages. Then it trans- 
pired that in Kut-el-Amara there were no facili- 
ties for grinding the grain. The old primeval 
methods were far too unproductive to supply what 
went for flour for a garrison exceeding 10,00 
men and a civil population in excess of 6000. 
Starvation, and quick starvation, faced the Brit- 


ish. 

The British commander had resort to his wire- 
less. Over it he sent an account of his predica- 
ment to other British forces in Mesopotamia. 
Out of the air these picked his message. No Brit- 
ish relieving force could get through by land or 
water. But, thought the English commanders, 
the air was free. 


| Mill Wheels by Air Route | 
W : aeroplanes were requisitioned. They 


were loaded with mill wheels, with 
parts of machinery. With these they 
sred for Kut-el-Amara. Over this town of mud 
huts they circled. Forerunners had gone before 
them and dropped messages of the planned relief. 

Thousands of feet above the beleaguered town 
the war planes circled, avoiding fire as best they 
might of the Turkish anti-aircraft guns. With 
powerful glasses the aviators picked the spots to 
drop the equipment. Then, darting low, they 
swept over the town while shells rained around 
them, dropping the parts of equipment so essential 
to Townshend. 

With the millwheels and the parts of machinery 
dropped by the areoplanes within the British 
lines, the British engineer officers were able to 
construct a mill and an engine to turn the 
wheels. This engine was fed by oil from a 
steamer left at Kut. And through this exhibition 
o* resourceful originality the garrison was en- 
abled to protect its defense until April 29, or 21 
days after the. last fuel for the engine had been 


used. 

The war planes did other gallant service. For 
instance, scurvy attacked the garrison as early as 
Feb. 5. Again Townshend wirelessed the news 
of this to the other British forces in Mesopota- 
mia, and soon the hum of the British war planes 
was heard again over Kut, and the war aviators 
threw down packages of medical supplies, onions, 
green stuff and other remedies as they flew by. 

In all it is reported that the British areoplanes 
dropped 18,000 packages of all kinds into the town 
before Gen. Townshend was forced by starvation 
to hoist the white flag of surrender.

perhaps to be determined. The facts lead- 
ing up to the siege are briefly these: 

In 1915 the British Indian military authorities 

decided upon an expedition against Bagdad, and 
one under command of Gen. Nixon set out. Turk- 
ish forces were rapidly driven back until Gen. 
Townshend, commanding the advance of the ex- 
pedition, reached a point ten or fifteen miles from 
Bagdad itself. 
On Nov. 26, 1915, his force was decisively de- 
feated by a’ heavy body of Turks. The British 
officiai White Paper just issued says that Town- 
shend had foreseen what later happened; that on 
Oct. 3 he had reported that the occupation of 
Bagdad would require two divisions, exclusive of 
communication troops, and that on April 7 he 
wired the Viceroy of India: 

Tt was certain we were taking a grave risk 

in moving against Bagdad with my weak 
division, as the Turks undoubtedly would send 
reinforcements to Mesopotamia. Having called 
Nixon’s attention to the risk my conscienee 
was clear and I was prepared to carry out 
any orders. 
If this warning was given it was ignored. The 
“weak division’ moved on unsupported by any 
other, and it was mauled severely in the battle 
near Ctesiphon, and in its retreat following this 
fight it sustained another severe defeat through 
the treachery of Arabian volunteers who, turning 
traitors, deserted in a body to the enemy.

Kut-el-Amara, which was phrased in these words: 

“After a resistance protracted for 143 days and 
conducted with a gallantry and fortitude that 
will be forever memorable, Gen. Townshend has 
been compelled by the final exhaustion of sup- 
plies to surrender.” 

The sufferings of the garrison, stoically and 
cheerfully endured, is perhaps best shown by the 
following brief statement of fact: 

Throughout practically the entire siege the de- 
fenders lived on horse and mule meat when. 
they had meat at all; for weeks before April 1 
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Turkish infantry divisions and some thousands of 


tribesmen. The enemy's advanced guard was 
only 10 miles north of the town when the Brit- 
ish entered it, and his main body was five miles 
back of the advanced guard.

Roosevelt's colossal bluff was ‘called. Hie dis- 
appearance from the field of presidential politics 
is the most humillating of any American public 
man. His fate was brought on him by his own 
excessive vanity and ambition. 

The political event of greatest significance in 
Chicago was his complete and final repudiation 
by the Republican party. 

Four years ago Roosevelt repudiated the Re 
publican organization and formed a party of his 
own. He bolted the party on a real grievance 
in the belief that he had been juggied out of a 
nomination by the party bosses. 7 

This year Roosevelt was repudiated. He was 
bamboozled and trapped into making overtures 
of compromise and reunion and was kicked out. 
Perhaps ignored is the better word. He was 
not a candidate for the Progressive nomination 
—he could have had that at any time. He was 
a candidate for the Republican nomination. All 
his plans were laid to capture the old-line Re- 
publicans and lead a reunited party. This plan 
failed utterly and he found himself with an 
empty nomination from his self-picked conven- 
tion. 

The same bosses that controlled the Repub- 
lican convention four years ago controlled it last 
week. Their desire to ignore and eliminate 
Roosevelt was stronger than their desire to nom- 
inate a man of their own choice. They accepted 
) Justice Hughes unwillingly as the best man to 
assure the repudiation of Roosevelt and to gain 
votes from Roosevelt’s followers. 

In permitting the Progressive convention to 
nominate and then declining the nomination 
Roosevelt stultifies himself. He admits his bluff. 
He betrays his faithful followers by -using them 
as a club to gain his own end and then leaving 
them in the lurch. They have done his bidding 
and he deserts and brings ridicule upon them. He 
himself crawls back and licks the. boot that 
kicked him.

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PLEA FOR GERMAN MONARCHY. 
The Koelnische Kolkszeitung, in a leading edi- 
torial, raises the question, or rather answers it, 
why Germany should not become a republic. I# 
says: 

This war has proved beyond peradventure 

how important monarchy is for Germany. 

He that grasps Germany's mission, hem- 
med in as she is, and bursting with energy, 
which our enemies have taken for ambition, 
and have therefore tried to still more hem 
her in, and cut her wings, can not fail to 
see the disaster which a republican system 
of government would have been for us? The 
steady and systematic preparation for years 

requires, imperatively postulates, one idea, 

one plan, one head. And when the fury of 
the war broke loose, it would have taken 
weeks, if not months, to begin operations, 
while under our system we were ready to 
move and moved in one hour after war broke 
upon us. 

A republic is, probably, a successful plan 
for a purely mercantile nation, where tomor- 
row may be as good as today. But for mili- 
tary nations that form of government lacks 
precision, alertness, quickness of action. 
There is no time to refer matters to the péo- 
ple and fee) their pulse, to get the expres- 
sion of opinion and their decisive vote. 

Moreover, in a republic everything is every- 
body's business, which, simmered down, means 
nobody's business, to which everybody, that 
is nobody, strictly attends. 


In conclusion the paper refers at length to the 
food question, and argues that under a republic 
the distribution of food would have been slow 
and hampered by local whims; whereas under 
one guiding and controlling will an adequate and 
quick distribution was effected in Germany. 

It also refers to the military training of the 
whole people, who, officered by the nobility, be- 
come accustomed to look up to higher authority, 
whereas, in a republic, position is ephemeral, 
and nobody regards authority which is at their 
own discretion and of their making. The indi- 
vidual feels that while another is pro tempore 
official, he really is the official himself and the 
officeholder only his puppet. 


Germany is a nation of natural subalterns and 
officers; and both classes will not file into one 
line of equals.” 


AN INSPIRING DOCUMENT. 

The Republican platform is nothing short of 
thrilling. The grand old party takes its pen in 
hand to declare that it believes in rural free de- 
livery, conservation, civil service reform, and 
the Monroe Doctrine.

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MUST AMERICA HAVE MEAT-CARDS* 
To show that the prediction of higher meat 
prices in July is a matter of grave concern, only 
a brief reference to past figures is needed. _ 
From retail prices in 40 cities. the Statistical 
Abstract shows sirloin and round steak, rib roast, 
pork chops, bacon, ham and lard to have risen in 
price nearly 40 per cent between 1907 and 1914. 
Hlard times and less demand for a few months 
Kept prices stable, but they rose again toward 
the end of 1915. 

As housewives know, pot fowls have not risen 
quite in the same proportion. Of other foods, 
prices have been much more erratic, rising and 
falling sharply, so that for meat substitutes the 
outlook is less dark. What appalls in the meat- 
price movement is that it has been a steady rise, 
every year of the decade showing its advance. 
We may be a long way from meat cards yet, but 
unless means are found to check the increase the 
meat diet of millions of American will be scant- 
fier than in the past. 
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CHILDREN’S DAY TODAY. 
Today, Sunday, June 11, is Children’s Day. The 
Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America has sent out a special appeal that the day 
be devoted to the relief of the millions of children 
of Europe who have been made homeless, suffer- 
ing orphans by the great war. 
It is proposed to make Children’s Day collec- 
tions in all the churches, the proceeds to be used 
as a gift to help save from starvation, disease and 
death the babies and young people of ‘school and 
kindergarten age in the warring countries. 
It is said that, while the total of the relief 
given by America, for the war sufferers, is an im- 
posing figure, the average per capita contribution 
of the people of the United States for this pur- 
pose is barely 23 cents a person. There are 23,- 
000,000 men, women and children who have been 
reduced to destitution by this greatest of all wars. 
America has done a great work, in organizing and 
carrying on the actual business of relief in Bel- 
gium, Servia, Poland and elsewhere. But the need 
is still extreme. The suffering is still intense. 
And we are called upon to do much more than we 
have done. 
It will be a splendid thing if, on this Children’s 
Day, the people of the United States do something 
unusual in the way of contributing to the Chil- 
dren’s War Relief Fund. Make the day memor- 
able by the saving of many children’s lives. 
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Burope is drifting from gold to silver. This 
is the only “silver lining” to the great black war- 
cloud.

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ABOUT OUTDOOR THEATRICALS. 


UR experience with outdoor theatricals proba- 
() bly throws some light upon the decay of the 

Greek drama. This was a drama largely 
confined to outdoor theaters in which the audience 
was seated on stone steps around the side of a hill. 
The ruins of such theaters are to be seen all over 
the Mediterranean country. No doubt they had rain 
in those days just as we have in these, and it must 
in time have occurred to the Greeks that a much 
safer plan is to hold theatricals indoors. Loving 
beauty as they did, and @isposed to freedom such as 
one can get under the stars, the Greeks probably suf- 
fered indoors and lapsed into a movie attitude to- 
ward one of the best and most enduring evidences 
of their culture. It is, indeed, a great pity that theat- 
ricals cannot be held outdoors. There where the lilac 
blooms and the birds sing in the trees we have the 
true atmosphere of such plays as ‘‘As You Like It,’’ 
and we are never happier than when we get a good 
play nicely set in its place. Years ago we used to 
have performances of ‘‘A Midsummer Night's 
Dream’’ in a South 8t. Louis garden. The recollec- 
tion of Bottom playfully rolling around under a 
gooseberry bush must still pervade all our memories 
to the exclusion of any other attempt we have seen 
to play that part. On one of the same nights that 
rain swept away our own al fresco performance in 
Forest Park there was planned for visitors to the 
Chicago convention a superb thing of the sort at the 
Lake Shore estate of Citizen McCormick. A Russian 
ballet was to disport on the lawn. Annettes Kel- 
lerman were to splash in the fountains. Phosphorescent 
fairios were to chase fireflies through tie flower beds, 
and grand opera frogs were to croak from pools. 
What happened? It rained. It is not that rain is 
prejudiced against outdoor theatricals. The explana- 
tion is that we do not realize how often it rains until 
we try to take the play outdoors. Civilization is the 
sum of experience. The Greeks had this experience, 
and we ought to be guided by it. The outdoors is for 
crops. It is a beautiful place, but it is for crops.

| Death of Kitchener of Khartoum 


ONE OF THREE GREATEST. 
Philadelphia Record: Lord Kitchener’s tragic 
death removes the last of the only three great 
soldiers whom Great Britain has had in the past 
century—the Duke of Wellington, Lord Roberts 
and K.ofK. Nothing could more strikingly show 
the unmilitary character of that country. Even 
the United States, which makes no pretense to 
warlike prowess, has developed many more Gen- 
erals of world-wide fame. This is not necessarily 
to the discredit of Great Britain. Her greatest 
strength has always lain in her navy, and no 
country ever had a finer body of sea command- 
ers. They are no less able today than in the days 
when they did so much to crush Napoleon’s power. 


“HIS HEART WAS ENGLAND.” 
Philadelphia Evening Ledger: Made by wars 

and ruined by the greatest of them, Horatio Her- 
bert Kitchener came to a strange and terrible 
end, which bids fair to immortalize him. The war 
did not spare him to see his work duly appreciat- 
ed. His “mob,” the greatest volunteer army of 
history, has not yet proved itself, and in the 
struggle against sloth and indifference he, who 
fought most valiantly, suffered the deepest re- 
proaches. The clamorings for his dismissal were 
loud a week ago. He was dismissed by a higher 
agency in an element not his own. He should 
have died in battle, or as Lord Roberts died, 
with his last act a victory and his last words a 
warning to his country. England suffers a ter- 
rible loss, of which she must be conscious whether 
one is found to fill the place of K. of K. or not.

From time to time also 
he encountered criticism from members of the 
Government. 

But in two years he ae raised and drilled a 
great army. Accounts differ as to whether it 
numbers 2,500,000 or 4,000,000, but at least Great 
Britain is now prepared, and it has Kitchener to 
thank. It was his greatest service and perhaps 
he alone among British soldiers could have 
achieved such a triumph in so short a time. 


HIS WORK ENDURES, 

New York Herald: Fortunately indeed for En- 
gland was it that at the outbreak of the war a 
political scheme to put someone else in charge 
of the War Office and “chuck” ‘‘K. of K.” away 
to Egypt was discovered and frustrated. Kitch- 
ener was the rallying point of all England’s of- | 
fensive preparations on land. With a handful 
of an army at his disposal he transferred to North- 
ern France and to the fighting allies in Belgium 
a large effective force that tremendously helped 
to stay the Germans’ advance on Paris and great- 
ly contributed to the German defeat at the battle 
of the Marne. Attacked on all sides by jealous 
journalists and politicians, he put into effect a 
rigorous military rule that was necessary and set 
about creating a military machine commensurate 
with England’s greatness. Five million men 
armed, trained and in the fight, or ready to go

chine which he created exists. There it stands 
in action, going into action and ready to continue 
the pressure on the Western front, in Egypt and 
in Saloniki, that is necessary to bring about the 
desirable end;

| Significance of North Sea Battle a 


NO NAVAL SURPRISES. 

Boston Globe: The Allies have found distinct 
relief in the statement of navai officers to the 
effect that the greatest of sea fights has disclosed 
no new tactics upon the part of their enemies. As 
Winston Churchill has put it: “The conclusions 
reached are of extreme importance. All classes 
of vessels on both sides have now met, and we 
know that there are no suprises or unforeseen 
features.”’ 

Time may prove that the German losses were 
not greater absolutely, as the British Admiralty 
claim, but there is no indication that the disparity 
in sea strength, which was England’s advantage 
at the outbreak of the war, has been affected, ex- 
cept to England’s further advantage. 


A DRAWN BATTLE. 

Philadelphia Record: It is impossible to tell 
yet whether a part of the British fleet engaged 
the whole high seas fleet of Germany, or whether 
the whole of the British main fleet engaged a part 
of the German fleet, and there are still disputes 
as to the force in whose possession ‘the field” 
was left. But information from Danish sources 
is that it was the German fleet that sought port 
refore the British returned home, and Admiral 
Jellicoe swept “the field” the following day with- 
out finding a German vessel. It is also fairly cer- 
tain that the results were not nearly so unequal 
as was given in the original accounts. The En- 
glish lost one or two large vessels less; the Ger- 
mans lost one or two large vessels more. The 
indications are that Admiral Beatty took a rather 
daring chance in attacking the German fleet and 
got heavily povnded before the heavier British 
ships arrived. The British losses are the larger, 
absolutely, but relatively to the respective nations 
whole naval force they are probably lighter. In 
their excusable jubilation the Germans are crying 
out that England’s contro! of the sea is broken, 
but they did that when a torpedo sank the Lusi- 
tania. The naval power of England and its abil- 
itv to keep German vessels off the sea have hardly 


been touched. 


“ADMIRAL OF THE ATLANTIC.” 

New York Sun: By Berlin and by Berlin’s 
ardent sympathizers in this country the world is 
informed that Great Britain’s mastery of the sea 
has been broken. The Kaiser is hailed as “Ad- 
miral of the Atiantic.”’ The German navy is pro- 
claimed ruler of the deep waters. 

If these boasts are well founded that fact will 
disclosed. With Germany in com- 


commerce will resume its 
ante-bellum freedom. The merchant ships tied 
up in neutral ports will load and sail; the vessels 
idle in their home harbors will set forth on their 
accustomed voyages. 

In the resumption of interrupted trading, not 
in lists of warships sunk and sailors killed, will 
’ be the proof of the German contention. Until it 
is accomplished, the rulership of the oceans can- 
not be said to have shifted from the Island King- 
dom to the central Powers. 


SUPERIOR SCOUTING. 

Boston Transcript: The greatest achievement 
which the Germans can lay to their credit (and it 
is an important one) is the superior character 
of their scouting and their spying. Beyond all 
doubt, the Germans knew more about the disposi- 
tion and strength of the British fleet than the 
British knew about theirs. The principal element 
in their scouting was the work of their Zeppelins, 
which hover over the British fleet continually, 
and by means of which they knew approximately 
where every British ship was, even in the mist. 
Ir is a new proof of the enormous importance of 
aircraft in modern warfare. It counsels Amert- 
cans to look sharply to this feature of their na- 


premacy. Teutonic 


tional defense. As a result of it, the naval appro- 
priation bill, now before the Senate, should be 
made to include appropriations for the best diri- 
gibles that American inventors and American 
manufacturers can produce. Those far-seeing eyes ; 
cast over the waters of the deep must be ours. 
The invader’s road to our shores can be effectively 
guarded only by means of them. Another lesson 
for us is the new demonstration of the absolute 
necessity of the dreadnought. The Germans were 
enabled to effect the destruction they wrought, 
and the British were at last enabled to drive the 
German fleet back to port, only by means of 
dreadnoughts. If we heed the lesson of the battle, 
the naval bill; as it passes Congress after sena- 
torial amendment and conference between the 
two houses, must provide for the construction of 
two first-class, modern battleships, as well as 
for the construction of two first-class battle cruis- 
ers which already appear in the Dill. 


“A PYRRHIC VICTORY.” 

' Philadelphia Evening Ledger: Searchlights of 
fact playing on the North Sea battle of last 
Wednesday and Thursday have a distinct tend- 
ency to minimize Germany’s victory. Just as the 
original British Admiralty report admitted re- 
verses, so the German official announcements are 
now yielding. The first report, uncontradicted 
through lack of evidence, indicated that an in- 
ferior German fleet had inflicted disproportion- 
ate injuries on the British and made good an 
escape. Had that report been confirmed the blow 
to British prestige would have been terrible. 

Unfortunately for Germany, she has been un- 
able to persuade even Winston Churchill of her 
victory. Mr. Churchill has never undergone that 
experience of patriotism which dazzles and blinds 
men, yet even he cannot feel that Wilhelm has 
displaced Jellicoe as Admiral of the Atlantic. 
Berlin gives the story away when it says that 
“the German high seas fleet” met the “greater 
part of the modern British navy.” If, out of the 
greater part of the English superdreadnoughts, 
Germany was able to sink not one, and had to 
suffer the loss of a vessel of the Derfflinger class, 
if she paid for the Invincible and Indefatigable 
with the Westfalen, and.for the battle cruisers 
with cruisers she could less well afford to spare, 
her victory is Pyrrhic or worse. The North Sea 
and the Atlantic are still British. 

It was a brave fight, with aggression on both 
sides, and with a shifting of numerical superi- 
ciity. Strategically the Germans seems, so far. 
tu have done exactly what they desired. 


NO R/ TI’ FOR GERMANY 

Phila . North American: After full cred- 
it has be... _.ven to the Germans for their achieve- 
ment, the tact remains, of course, that ultimate 
victory remained with the British. It is now as- 
serted in London that the losses of the Germans 
were ‘‘absolutely,” as well as relatively, greater 
than they inflicted. Whether this be true or not, 
the action has changed only in an infinitesimal 
degree the comparative strength of the empires 
in the sea. 

“There has been no disaster at all,” was the 
declaration of one British official; ‘‘there has 
been a brilliant victory. When you drive the en- 
emy into port with loss, that constitutes a vic- 
tory. “If the Germans would come out every 
day,” said another, “and give us the same oppor- 
tunity, even if we did not succeed in inflicting 
more punishment than we did on Wednesday, we 
would soon have the German navy cleaned up 
and we would still be in control of the sea.’’ 

While the Germans justly celebrate the skill and 
valor of their seamen, the essential fact is that 
their fleet was driven back to shelter and the 
efficacy of the enemy’s sea command acknow!l- 


edged.

Our New Active Army 


Philadelphia Record: President Wilson has 
signed the new army bill, and the same is now a 
law. The recruitment of the greater army can- 
not fairly begin, however, until the necessary ap- 
propriations for the sustenance and equipment of 
the increased forces shall become availal@fe, which 
will not be until the beginning of the next fiscal 
year on July 1, 1916. Nor is it proposed to raise 
the additional 73,000 men required for the new 
organization all at once; they are to be raised 
during the ensuing five years in annual incre- 
ments of 14,600 men each. Even this moderate and 
gradual increase will tax the recruiting officers 
to the limit, however. The annual requirement 
for recruits to fill vacancies in our present and 
smaller military establishment, caused by ex- 
piration of terms of enlistment, disabilities, 
deaths and desertions, has been approximately 
45,000. The total enlistments in recent 38 
have averaged about 40,000. The new 
will require the annual enlistment of 60,- 
000 recruits to keep the ranks full; about 
12,000 men are still to be obtained in order 
to make good the shortage existing at the time 
of the Villa raid; and three years hence, when the 
period of active service of the first annual incre- 
ment shall have expired, the total enlistments 
in each year wil] have to come to nearly 75,000 


There are several provisions in the new law 
which may make the service more attractive. The 
possibility of obtaining a vocational education 
held forth by the law may prove a drawing card 
to men unskilled at any handiwork and desirous 
of a better means of livelihood. The possibility 
of procuring a furlough for the remainder of the 
term of enlistment after one year’s active service, 
by proving exceptional proficiency, may attract 
many young men to whom the prospect of a longer 
term in the barracks would be irksome. Adju- 
tant-General McCain is hopeful of the success of 
various forms of propaganda which are to be 
adopted by the recruiting service. Finally, the 
new law makes the 50,000 Postmasters of the coun- 
try recruiting agents and allows them $5 for every 
recruit obtained by them and accepted. The ef- 
fectiveness of these various recruiting devices, of ( 
course, will have to be tested by actual experience. 

The recruitment of the national guard to the 
authorized strength of 17,000 officers and 440,000 
men will present an equally serious problem. The 
pay allowed by the new law to officers and men 


will probably draw many who have hitherto been 
reluctant to serve. On the other hand, many 
will be weeded out by the qualifications required 
of militia recruits, which will hereafter be the 
same as those for entrance into the regular army. 
Moreover, considerably more attention will have 
to be paid to the apportionment of the national 
guard forces to the various arms of the service.

over the edge of the trenches Men 
were stationed between trenches as list- 
eners, and all night watched and list- 
ened for hostile forces to come against 
our entanglements. Every listener held 
a string in his hand, by which he sig- 
naled his comrades back in the trench. 

Winter in the trenches was bleak 
enough, even when I had set up my 
iron stove. Most of the men were glad 
enough to get the three glasses of rum 
which the officers doled out every night 
to every soldier, from September to 
April. A drink apiece at 9, another at 
2, and another some time before dawn 
came. The French soldiers receive one 
pint of wine a day and the Germans 


beer. Those of us who didn’t want rum 
swapped their shares for bread or jam. 


Mini Is Important. 
A big part of trench warfare is the 


mining operations. I feared the mines 
more than anythirg, I think. It was 
more terrible than gas poisoning to 
think that at any moment the earth 
would be rent and you would be thrown 
a thousand ways at once. The mining 
operations were carried on by traine@ 
miners, who burrow along under ground 
about 15 feet below the surface. The 
engineers in charge figure out just how 
far they must dig to reach position un- 
der the German lines, and when they 
have done so a fuse is run in—and Fritz 
and Hans and their friends jump 60 feet 
toward heaven.

| We do this; the Germans do it. 
is bad work. And on both sides, we 
have to keep men listening all the time 
for the digging. When it is discovered 
that a mine is coming our way we sink 
a tunnel deeper still and blow up their 
tunnel. And the Germans do the same 
thing with our mines. The soldier in 
the trench never knows when he may 
be blown into small pieces—and that is 
why we always preferred to risk uncer- 
tain dangers between the lines at night, 
instead of lying down in the wet trench, 
helplessly waiting for death. 

I never felt so secure, indeed, as when 
I was on guard between the trenches, 
though all the night I could hear the 
bullets go over me. Men go crazy there. 
And the insane are sent to England. But 
sometimes men go mad and become a 
menace to their own comrades and of- 
ficers. They sometimes have to be 
killed. And there have been times 
when I have crouched in some first 
line trench, where no cummunica- 
tion trench joined us to the second or 
third line, when no doctor could reach 
us. And I have seen men so terribly 
wounded, enduring such agonies, and 
screaming so heart-breakingly for some- 
body to kill them, that our boys have 
done what they asked, to save them 
the unnecessary horror of living dis- 
membered. 


Men Soon Grow Very Reckless, 
And I have seen men of good health 


grow so weary of the trenches that they 
have simply stood up at noonday. Some 
machine gun swiftly ended them: And 
others, as I have written, simply stick 
up their hands above the trench top 
and bullets trim off their fingers. 

I have been a sniper. Sniping is an- 
other way to break the terrible monot- 
ony of trench life. I have spent a whole 
day in a tree, directing in that way the 
operations of the men in the trenches, 
The soldier at the front does three times 
the -amount of work at night that he 
does in the daytime. In ordinary trench 
life the day is quiet, with little firing 
except that of the machine guns; and 
few men are wounded or killed by day. 

Much of the fighting we did in the 
early morning before it was full day- 
light. Every morning and every even- 
ing we went through what we called 
the “‘stand-to’’ movement—a movement 
of preparedness—getting ready for at- 
tack. We would keep at the work two 
and even three hours, awaiting an at- 
tack. If the weather was foggy we were 
apt to be kept at it even for four hours. 

There was the eternal cleaning of 
guns, too, to keep us occupied. The of- 
ficers frequently inspect the rifles, 
which must be.alwavs in perfect condi- 
tion. Majors and Captains and inferior 
officers were always around, but the

they were only © Matee away. We had 
constructed special bridges to cross a 
10-yard stream near by. Our work was 
to fire on the German reserves in the 
rear, and this we easily did, because our 
guns carried for two miles. The Ger- 
mans were defeated largely because 
they supposed the British had plenty of 
reinforcements. 

The whole thing began suddenly at 
9:30 in the morning, after a quiet day. 
It was an earthquake. Our company 
until then had fought in no real battle 
and had lost only five men. Other com- 
panies used to declare that we had some 
guardian angel to protect us. Anyhow, 
many say that I had some guardian 
angel to protect me—and I am very sure 
that I did. 

Cutting the Enemy’s Wires. 

Three men volunteered to go and cut 
the wire entanglements. Bullets were 
humming through the air. They crawled 
forth—to their deaths, we thought—but 
succeeded in cutting nearly all. So the 
Germans thought we were about to at- 


tack them. As soon as the Germans | 
discovered what our men had done, we 
poured a withering fire over the broken 
wires, so that no man could live to 
reach and repair them. 

The English bombarded the Germans 
for two whole days. Then we héard 
cries, and fast by us went the Black 
Watch, a Scotch regiment, and the Cold- 
stream Guards. It was between 4 and 
5 in the morning that they passed us, 
and within 10 minutes they had cap- 
tured the three first lines of the Ger- 
mans. 

The Germans lost 25,000 men and 3000 
prisoners. Our loss was between 10,000 
and 12.000. Two days later troops came 
to relieve us, and in time, for we were 


well-nigh exhausted. We marched at 
night to Estaire, a pretty village eight 


miles away. Our men were so worn 
out that they dropped fronr weariness 
on the way. We spent eight days’ in 
this town and were royally treated by 


the iFrench. 
At midnight of the eighth day we were

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‘wind was 


lwarned to get ready for marching’ 
again. We walked 2% miles to Cassel, 
where Gen. Doirren, who was in charge 
of the battle when the English retreat- 
‘ed from Mons in France, in the early 
part of the war, told us that he was 
going to take charge of the whole Ca- 
nadian division, and that our regiment 
would be transferred to another army 
corps. He gave us three days’ rest, and 
told us we were to occupy French 
trenches at Ypres. 
With French at Ypres. 

It was at Ypres that we first met the 
gallant French troops. My company 
was on left of the English line, so that 
we acted as interpreters between the 
French and the English. A roadway 10 
yards wide separated the two lines and 
a tunnel ran from the English to the 
French lines. 

We found the trenches here to be 40 
yards from the German line and in bad 
condition. Firing was continuous, by 
day and by night. The communication 
trenches were in bad shape, too, and 
the Germans, who were on a height, 
raked us terribly with their machine 
guns. I looked through my periscope 


land saw between 400 and 500 unburied 


German dead lying between the lines. I 
counted 2 dead Frenchmen among 
them. Three months before, I was told, 
the Germans had tried to carry the line 
and neither side had given the other a 
chance to bury its dead. 


‘Their Faces All Yellow-Green.” 


Our French neighbors were Zouaves, 
between 19 and 20 years of age, and the 
gayest soldiers I have ever fought be- 
side. They sang gay ditties and called 
us French-Canadians ‘‘Freres.’’ We 
spent our nights in throwing grenades 
at the Boches and our days in the slow 
monotony of every-day trench life. 

I rose-at noon the day after our ar- 
rival, and took the time to shave, a rare 
event. At 4 o’clock in the afternoon, at 
one mile from us, we saw yellow smoke 
rising from the ground. This smoke was 
the deadly gas being thrown upon the 
French and upon the ‘Scotch regiment 
that had taken our places while we were 
resting, for, of course, we were resting 
when I shaved. We formed at once in 
light marching order and went to help 
the Scotch. 


We entered the reserve trench, and 
at midnight the first-line trench. The 
Seotch had lost half of their effec- 
tives and were returning with the 
French, the blood streaming from 
their mouths and noses, and their 
faces all yellow-green. The French 
had lost nearly all..their regiment. 
The Germans within five minutes had 
occupied our first and second lines. 


The Germans had laid their plans 
with scientific precision for this great 
blow at us, They ran their pipes on 
the surface of the ground, barely 
covered with earth, as far as our 
barb-wire entaglements. The gas was 
stored in tanks within their_trenches, 
and was driven toward us through 
the pipes by means of compressed 
air. They waited, of course, until the 
right. The smoke goes 
rolling along the ground, about ten 
feet high, the breeze pushing it along.

to crawl out half 
trench and was hit in the leg. 
came crawling back, dragging his 
wounded leg and in great pain. The 
Scotch survivors stayed in the third 
trench with us, the third line now 
being-the first. 


In half an hour the Boches began a 
great bombardment. At 7 o'clock they 
tried to take’our line, repeating their 
attacks all the night, but we rolled 
them back. They came even to with- 
in ten yards of us, a flood of human 
waves. But our machine guns, our 
“coffee grinders,” as we called them, 
mowed them down like hay, and we 
lost not many men. 

Our artillery had plenty of ammuni- 
tion. Our light guns were placed at 
100 yards from the front line and the 
heavy artillery at one and a half 
miles, and some pieces as far as four 
miles away. The famous’ French 
Africans, called Senegalis, were fight- 
ing here with us. The Boches set 
fire to the City of Ypres in the night, 
and I watched its sullen glare against 
the sky. The civilian populace went 
running by, in dreadful condition. 
That night, of my friends, died Vail- 
lant, Poitras, and Bond, all of Mon- 
treal, and two others. Poirer and 
Lefebre of Montreal ,and O. Wiseman, 
also my friends, had been killed dur- 
ing the day. Yet I had lived. 

The Terrible Fighting at Ypres. 

Ypres was a famous battle, one of the 
greatest of the war, I think, till this 
terrible onslaught at Verdun. Our di- 
vision (Canadian) reached from Ypres 
(Belgium) to Polecappelle road. At 2 
a. m., before the gas overtook me, I 
Was sent out between the lines with an- 
other man to examine the wire entangle- 
ments. We heard a sound as of someone 
hauling pipes, but discovered nothing 
more. Then the Boches sent up their 
flares (skyrockets whose bursting 
bombs turned night into daylight) and 
we lay on the ground motionless. In 
the darkness which followed, we crept 
back over the heaps of dead toward our 
line. When I had almost reached the 
trench, another great flare burst right 
over us, and I had to lie still for sev- 
eral long moments before the welcome 
darkness gave me an opportunity to drop 
into the trench again. 

Men were dying from the gas, 
eyes popping, their faces green, 
crying: ‘‘Water! I'm choking! Ajir! 
Air! Air!” It was a frightful thing 
to hear your friends crying like that. I 
saw one die right before my eyes, roll- 
ing upon the ground as if mad, tearing 
at his chest. His fingers were crooked 
after his death, his body full of blue 
spots and his mouth white. Another 
poor wretch fell two or three feet from 
me, dying from the gas. He was suck- 
ing water from a dirty handkerchief. 

Listen! Suppose you were fighting in 
atrench. The wind comes towards you, 
foul with odors from nameless, twisted, 
torn bodies unburied between you and 
Les Boches. Near you are your brave 
comrades. Some lie wounded and dying 
in agony on the trench bottom. The 
bullets zing-zing eternally over your 
head. *There is a mighty swelling from 
an organ more sonorous than ever hu- 
man organist played. The rockets are 
bursting; the flares shedding white 
glares over the torn ground. Your cof- 
fee-grinders are mowing them down. 

How the Gas Comes On. 

Then, rising from somewhere nearby, 
comes the gas, yellow or green. Then 
comes a sudden stinging in your nose. 
Your eyes water and run. You breathe 
fire. You suffocate. You burn alive. 
There are Pfazors and needles in your 
throat. It is as if you drank boiling hot

tea. Your lungs flame. You want to

scratch and tear your ies You become 
half blind, half wild. ‘Your head aches 
beyond description, you vomit, you drop 
exhausted, you die quickly. 

The Germans get into our trenches. 
The firing tore our trenches to pieces. 
Maj. Barre was wounded through the 
ribs, near me; and Lieut. Harry Quin- 
tal, who now has a war-cross from En- 
gland, was also wounded by a piece of 
shrapnel in the shoulder. 


Every other man seemed to fall. As I 
fought I marveled that I was spared. 
And again came for me the belief that 
my life was charmed: that the bullet 
had not been melted, the shrapnel not 
been loaded, the gas not mixed which 
would cause my death. An ecstatic con- 
fidence buoyed me up. I was brave, be- 
cause I was so sure of |ifé, while all 
my comrades“ seemed groveling in 
death. <

My platoon jwas under a withering 
fire, before Which we crumpled and 
meited away. We left the trench, press- 
ing forward. All Hell seemed to rise 
suddenly fron? the bowels of the earth 
and pour overius flame and molten lead. 
The ground seethed from the exploding 
shells.

Four Germans 
were trying to escape on the farther 
side. I did not fire, intending to make 
them prisoners.

Fighting With His Fists. 
I ran in and out among the trees and 


asked everyone I met who he was. I 
came upon one big fellow. My mouth 
opened to ask him who he was, when 
his fist shot out and took me between 
the eyes. I went down for the count, 
but I knew who he was—he was a Ger- 
man. I got up as quickly as I could, 
you may be sure, and swung my rifle 
to hit him in the head, but the stock 
struck a tree and splintered. I thought 
I had broken all my fingers. 

I found three woundcd men, French, I 
thought they were, in that gloom. So |! 
carried them into our trench. As I! 
brought in the last one, the officer gaid., ° 
“You are doing. good work, Houle.” I 
asked him why he thought so, and he 
answered: ‘You have brought in three 
wounded men and when we put the light 
on them, we found they were Germans.’’ 
Well, I am glad I saved them, I would 
have done so anyhow, had I known their 
nationality. For we were all] trained to 
give a wounded man help, whether he 
were friend or foe.

It did not take us long to run those |

wounded German. 
er, after the experience I had. It was 
one of the two occasions when I knew 
with certainty that I killed a man. He 
vas a wounded German soldier. We 
found him suffering and weak. But we 
knew we could save his life and were 
dressing his wound. My back was 
turned. MWe took a revol?ttr out of his 
tunic pocket and fired point blank at 
me. 

Killed Prisoners Who Menaced Him. 

I do not know how I escaped death. 
Perhaps it was because his hand shook 
from weakness; perhaps my guardian 
saint turned aside that death bullet. 
Anyhow, he had his revol®¥er in his 
hand. We had to act quickly. My of- 
ficer spoke a quick word, and I made 
sure that he would never fire another 
shot. 

The other time I killed a man occurred 
when we were taking a trench. The fel- 
low fired at me as I approached with my 
line. when we were six or seven feet 
away. As J] jumped into his trench, | 
ftruck him with the butt of my gun and 
killed him. 

Well, we got our msechine guns. But 
the®Germans had blowr them up, and 
all our sacrifice of men was in vain. 

We were relieved by a British regi- 
ment before morning and marched back 
to our billets to huve a rest. I slept all 
the rest of the night until 11 o’clock the 
next morning. It was:the first rest I 
had had in 48 hours, with only a slice 
of raw bacon and a piece of bread to 
eat. 

These were little incidents of the 
bloody battle at Ypres. That afternoon 
some of the boys brought out tables 
from a house and placed them in the 
sun. The civilian populace, in their 
flight, had left behind their live stock. 
‘We caught some hens and rabbits and 
cooked them in wine we found in a cel- 
lar. Ah, that was a feast. I never had 
a better one. 

Yet we were strange feasters. Had 
some artist been able to paint us, he 
would have had to have a strong can- 
vas. Some of the boys had their heads 
bandaged, and nearly all of us were 
covered with dirt and blood. Some sang 
for us, though others cere down-heart- 
ed. It surprised me that a few hours 
after we had faced death and had been 
suffering untold hardships, we could 
now gather like college boys at a beer 
night feast and sing. 

480 of 500 Missing. 

During the rest of that battle we lived 
in the reserve trenches, bombarded 
and night. The battle lasted 21 days. 
When it was over they called a roll of 
our regiment. There were 600 of us when 
we left Montreal. As the commander 
called the roll, name after name was 
met with no response. At Ypres 480 out 
of 500 of us were left dead on the field. 
And, in reality, our loss had been great- 
er than that, for our 500 had been 
thinned out in other actions and filled 
with a full roster again. Twenty of us 
out of 500 survived-at Ypres. 

Thé Gurka Indians fought beside us 
at Ypres. On the fourth day of the bat- 
tle we were told to make room for them 
in our trench. There were 500 and 600. 
They were, for the most part, short 
men, looking somewhat like Japanese, 
with slanting eyes, but darker skin. We 
didn’t know who were coming when we 
first saw them. They trotted like sav- 
ages about to attack us in the rear. 

They proved very interesting fellows 
They threw their guns away when or- 
dered to attack, one hour after they 
reached us, and fought with their knives 
—curved scimitars, sharpened like raz- 
ors. The Gurkas held the German bay- 
ondts with their hands, and beheaded 
the Boches with their knives. They 
fought coolly, and terrible was the sing 
of their swift blades. Unfortunately, in 
the struggle, they lost half of their 
men. They were very generous with 
their Indian cigarettes. 

Wet Earth Only Beg He Knew. 

Il had fought in the first line of the 
battle front until all the bed I knew 
was wet earth, and all the rest I knew 
were snatches of sleep obtained during 
lulls in the :ocking tumult. From al- 
most the very opening the war, I had 
fought. And long since, I had had my 
fill of the fighting. 

The American Ambassador at London 
wrote me a letter. It came, I remember 
well, in October, 1915. It brought me my 
first ray of hope—my first real hope of 
life. For I knew that that strange 
chance which had spared me so many 
months, when so many of my comrades 
had died, would not always be mine, I 
knew that death fought by my side in 
the day and slept with me in the night. 
I saw him grinning at me from the 
twisted features of those shot in the 
battle. I heard him gibbering on the 
horrible field at night! 

The Ambassador gave me the hope 
that, having been under age and an 
American by birth when I enlisted, my 
Government might secure my discharge. 
Influential friends were working for 
me. Congressman Walsh of Massachu- 
setts had taken up my case with the 
American Secretary of State, who had 
written instructions to the American 
Ambassador. I received other letters 
after that from the American Ambas- 
sador or his assistant. I was told to 
take good care of myself, so I would 
not be killed, and encouraged to hope 
for my discharge. 

On Jan. 10, 1916, in the forenoon, I 
was notified to report to headquarters, 
300 yards behind our firing line. I laid 
low:in the front trench all day, fearful 
lest at the last moment I should be shot 
For a friend who had obtained a long 
furlough for rest in England, on the 
very eve of his departure, had been 
killed by my side a few days before. It 
seemed so pitiful an ending, just when 
he was going home. 

So eager was I to leave, that IT 
planned the best I could how to escape. 
But I knew that if I yielded and went, 
I should forfeit my life. By a great 
effort, I restrained myself. But at 4:30 
o'clock 1 could stand it no longer. My 
friends wept at the parting—for joy for 
my sake that I was going back to life, 
for grief that they were left, to die 
probably, so far from their fair Canada.

Hungary declare¢ five days later than 
we did was forced uron us has found 
belief almost nowhere in the whole 
world.” 

Describing the eleventh-hour efforts 
of British Foreign Secretary Grey and 
British Ambassador Goschen to stave 
off the 4inévitabie in Berlin in the 
early hours of August, 1914, Harden 
writes: 

“What was the situation? Here was 
the strongest military power on the Bel- 
gian coast in possession of a pistol 
which it could aim at Britain’s heart. 
Granville, Salisbury, Gladstone or 
Lansdowne would .m such a case have 
declared war. Grey does not think dif- 
ferently and Gosohen asks for passports 
for himself and his staff. After he has 
got them, he once more, against all 
precedents, goes to the Chancellor to 
make one moré attempt at peace. But 
in. vain. 

The excited Chancellor overwhelms 
him for the space of 2% minutes with 
harangues about England, who, for the 
sake of the word neutrality and a mere 
ecorap of paper, has made up her mind 
to go to war against a thoroughly pa- 
cifie nation. The march through Bel- 
gium was for Germany a question of 
life or death; for Dugiland of honor. The 
fat was now in the fire.” 
| Recalis Grey’s Speech. 

Harden recalls Grey’s historic speech 
in the House of Commons on the eve 
of war, adding: 

-“ “There was no tene of bombast in 
that speech. It contained not the slight- 
est suggestion of a grandiloquent hope 
of victory, to say nothing of triumph. 
It was the earliest possible recognition 
that this war would be accompanied by 
horrors inexpressible, cruelties terrible 
as the satanic Powers could invent. 
That day and that night, as we know 
from a variety of sources Grey suffered 
poignantiy under the specter of those 
impending horrors and from out of his 
recent interview in an American news- 
paper there protrudes plain evidence 
that he fs stil] under the spell of the 
same woe which found utterance tn the 
Commons 22 months ago.

quotations from the Bard of. Avon. 
The Floral Display House is, at this 
time, arranged after the manner of 
the old English Gardens of Shaks- 
peare’s time. 

West of the banana pit are two in- 
teresting houses dtvided by a solid 
concrete wall with an archway at the 
extreme west end. The southern ex- 
posed room is devoted to the Philip- 
pine plant collection and plants from 
other tropical regions. This is kept 
at a very high temperature, as these 
exotics require intense heat and hu- 
midity of atmosphere. The other side 
is given to shade loving plants—Ne- 
penthes House. The insectivorous 
plants are also to be found in this 
house. 

On the extreme west and north 
ends of this group are two houses es- 
pecially devoted to the pineapple 
family. In the center of this group 
are eight orchid growing and other 
propagating houses, each 60 feet long 
by 20 feet wide. These houses are 
not open to the general public, as 
they are devoted to the actual scien- 
tific work. At the entrance, however, 


are eight alcoves which are filled 
with displays of flowering orchids. 


The other group of green houses which 
are open to the general public include 
the: 

Palm House—The largest of the con- 
servatories, measuring 90x110 fcet, and 65 
feet in height. The collection of palms 
here displayed embraces about 100 spe- 
cies, including such commercially im- 
portant forms as the date, cocoanut and 
sugar palms. Other tropical and sub- 
tropical plant. of interest as, for in- 
stancs, the bamboo, screw pine and 
traveler’s tree, are included in this 
house. 

_zconomic House—In this conservatory 
is assembled a heterogeneous collection 
of tropical and subtropical plants, all 
of which have some special economic 
importance. The collection contains val- 
uabie wood, food, drug, perfume, spice 
fiber, etc., yielding plants, including 
among others, coffee, tea, cocoa, patch- 
ouli, ginger, pepper, banana, guava, 
mangosteen, mango, mahogany, jasmine 
and cinchona plants. 

Fern House—The 200 species of ferns 
and closely related plants in this con- 
yservatory are, in large part, grown on 
the slopes of a deep central valley. This 
manner of arrangement makes it pos- 
sible to view th. plants from above and 
thus affords a better vwpportunity for 
the appreciation of the delicate foliage 
characteristic of these plants. 

Cycad House—Thirty-five species of 
cycads, representing all known genera 
of the family, are grown in this con- 
servatory. The arrangement within the 
house is in general that of a Japanese- | 
lik garden, a type of plantation in 
which cycads can be exhibited most ap- 
propriately and effectively. The species 
exhibited include such forms as Caffer 
bread and the funeral, or sago, palm. 
Agave and Desert House—Besides the 
very large collection of agaves (century 
plants) and aloes (plants very closely 
re‘ated to the century plants), this con- 
servatory contains a representative col-

But for the 300,000 men the Germans 
have next to nothing to show, and there 
is nothing in the positions that they are 
now attacking which explains their per- 
sistence. If the Germans were able to 
sweep the French back across the 
Meuse, if they were able to occupy all 
the hills of the Meuse east of the river, 
they would still have made no real 
progress toward Paris, and they would 
be confronted by a task even more diffi- 
cult than that which has held them for 
more than three months and cost them 
great and unprofitable losses. 

We are then forced to believe, and to 
this belief practically every writer on 
military affairs in France, Berlin, in 
Britain and in the United States has

ing. But the Germans and Austrians ocezew 
have in the same way exhausted their 
reserves to an even greater extent, and 
the situation, if it endures for another 
month, will mot be greatly different 
from that which the allies had hoped to 
see. 

But it is still possible that the French 
may weary of their part of the bargain. 
I say it is possible, although every- 
thing that I saw in France contradicts 
any such notion. It-is possible that the 
French people or the French politicians 
may demand that a portion of the bur- 
den be shifted to British soldiers. If 
this happens then there may still be a 
premature offensive, although nothing 
like as weak an offensive as would 
have come had the British moved last 
February. It is possible that the at- 
tack may come on one front before al! 
fronts are prepared. 

On the other hand it is equally clear 
that the time is not far distant when 
the allies can carry out their plan as 
they had intended to carry it out. So 
far the German and Austrian efforts to 
provoke an attack on one or two fronts 
have failed. If the French people and 
the politicians stand up under the at- 
tack of Verdun for a few weeks more, 
then the main purpose of German strat- 
egy, so far as German strategy is now 
intelligible to observers outside of Ger- 
many, will have completely failed. 


Verdun Illusion. 

It cannot too frequentivy be said that 
Verdun itself is an*illus-on. The Ger- 
mans may get Verdun a month hence, 
and at their present rate of progress a 
year would be a fairer measure, and 
unless they destroy the French troops 
before them and break through the lines 
behind Verdun before any reserves can 
be brought up, they will have achieved 
nothing of military value, save only as 
they may have killed more French sol- 
diers than they have lost themselves, 
and so far it is a perfectly conservative 
estimate that they have lost 100,000 more 
than the French. 

More than a year ago the French, 
after a brief success, were driven south 
of the Aisne east of Soissons, but there 
never was the smallest chance that the

further, and at this point they were 80 
miles nearer Paris than they will be in 
Verdun and there were fewer obstacles 
in their way. 

You cannot find any military reagon 
to support the German strategy in the 
Verdun campaign, after the first attack, 
which is not, in fact, political. You 
may take the simple explanation that 
the Germans believe the French are 
almost exhaysted, running short of men 
and of courage, and will presently 
abandon the war, if they continue te 
lose without regaining French terri- 
tory. You may take the less simple, 
but not less appealing, explanation, that 
the Germans have tried at Verdun to 
exert so much pressure as te provoke 
the allies into a premature offensive, 
thus destroying the chance of a com- 
bined attack later; there may be some 
other political consideration that no one 
knows, a desire to give the German 
people a victory or a fear to abandon 
the attack, having sacrificed so many 
lives in making it; but the military ad- 
vantages of a success that takes the 
Germans to the Meuse at Verdun, takes 
them into the. city itself, is just nil. 

To believe that the Germans are 
wasting their men on an idle and fool- 
ish military venture is absurd. It ts the 
fact that no profit worth the price has 
been disclosed’ in the Verdun operation 
itself that has puzzied not merely ordi- 
nary observers, but soldiers and mili- 
tary critics alike. Verdun has come 
to have a value in the minds of the 
world that no fortress has had for a 
generation; but this as a mere illusion, | 
for Verdun is no longer a fortress and 
has no value itself. 


A Spring Offensive. 

Very frequently one hears in German 
quarters that the allied spring drive has 
been prevented by the Verdun attack. 
There never was any intention on the 
part of the allies to attack in the spring, 
for the simple reason that Russia could 
not be munitioned. A year ago Ger- 
many attacked Russia in the spring and 
Russian lack.of munitions partly con- 
tributed to the great Russian ‘ defeat. 
Nowhere in Europe, when I was at Ver- 
dun two months ago, did I hear a sug- 
gestion that the allied attack would 
come before July, and it was often post- 
poned, even to next year. 

We have lately seen the Servian army, 
now organized, moved to  Saloniki. 
There have been signs of activity along 
this front, and the forecast of an allied 
attack here has led the Germans and 
Bulgarians to seize Greek forts, with the 
alleged purpose of forestalling an attack. 
There has been a resumption of activity 
at points on the Russian front. As for 
the British, they have been practically 
quiescent during the whole winter and 
spring. Only In recent days have there 
been printed rather crude hints that the 
British are ready to attack when Joffre 
xives the word.

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AVIATOR IN WAR 
PLANS TO ENTER 
PULITZER RACE 


American With French Hopes to 
Enter 112-Mile-an-Hour 
Nieuport. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World.

PARIS, June 10.—Bert Hall of Eagle 
Pass, Tex., a member of the American 
flying squadron and formerly in the for- 
eign legation, who has shot down two 
German aeroplanes, told a correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch today that he 
would enter the transcontinental air 
race for the Pulitzer trophy. 

He says he expects to obtain a fur- 
lough, and he also believes the French 
Government will lend him a fighting 


Nieuport aeroplane to use in the race. 

“In the Nieuport that I am using at 
the front I could win the race easily,’ 
he said. ‘‘We think nothing of flying 
at 12,000 feet elevation at a speed of 
110 miles an hour, whereas in America 
that is considered some stunt. 

“I believe I can borrow one of the 
newest type of aeroplanes, and can get 
it shipped, as there is plenty of room in 
steamships going westward. 

What Route Would Be. 

“My route would be direct. through 

Chicago, Omaha, Denver, Salt Lake 
City and Reno to San Francisco. A 
Nieuport can climb so well that I will 
not be afraid of the high altitudes in 
crossing the Rockies. 
“Out at the front we all talk of the 
big race, and several others besides my- 
self are figuring on entering it. ‘That is 
why I am already laying plans to bor- 
row a machine and get leave of ab- 
sence.’’ 

If Hall goes to America the race may 
well be turned into a procession, for not 
only has he had the benefit of practical 
experience in war-time flying, but he 
flies in the American squadrilla, already 
recognized in France as made up of spe- 
cialists in speed. The Nieuport machine 
which he hopes to take over is a little 
biplane, with short wings, looking in the 
air like a devil fly. It is the result of 
a gradual evolution under the exacting

It has gained no ground of 
any value or any considerable extent, 
it has not inflicted losses on the French 
at all equal to those borne by the Ger- 
mans, and it has neither broken French 
nerve nor provoked a premature allied 
attack. 

Its sole result to date has been the 
purchase of a few square miles of 
French territory, the capture of some 
French prisoners, perhaps 40,000 wounded 
and unwounded, and a number of guns. 
The total French loss may be 200,000—~— 
ft is not more—and the German is not 
less than 300,000. On this basis France 
can afford to sell the Germans more 
square miles of French territory for 
another month or two, until the great 
attack comes. ; 

When this attack does come, if it 
comes, the British will have to bear a 
share of the cost based upon the French 
sacrifices now. They will have to do 
more than was originally planned be- 
fore the Verdun operation; less will be 
asked of the French. But British re- 
serves in men are far greater than 
French, and while France has seen her 
reserves reduced with the German, there 
has been no reduction in British Rus- 
sian reserves and the balance is against 
the Germans. 

The only explanation I can find for 
the persistence of the Germans in the 
Verdun affair is their conviction that 
the French are about done, that the 
allies are still far from ready for a 
general attack, and that they can still 
precipitate one under conditions most 
favorable to themselves. I do not be- 
lieve even the fear of the effect at 
home of a failure would lead the Ger- 
man high command to continue its ter- 
rible sacrifices. The German high com- 
mand has made mistakes, but it has 
never made such a blunder as _ this 
would be, and it has frequently shown 
a skill and quickness to change its 
strategy when it had been checked.

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PREPAREDNESS SHOULD BE 
BASED ON FOREIGN POLICY, 
SAYS JOHN HAYS HAMMOND 


Question Is, ‘‘Shall We Defend or Abandon’’ Monroe 
Doctrine, Canal and Our Islands? Asks World’s 
Court League President. 


By SAMUEL CROWTHER. 
NEW YORK, June 10.—‘Armament or 


abandonment? The United States is 
committed to certain foreign policies 


shirking them is repugnant to every 
American. But we must think of these 


foreign relations as possible sources 
of trouble and either be ready to sup- 
port them or to accept the humiliation 
of backing down whenever they are 
questioned. 

“Foreign policy and not personal whim 
is the-only proper guide for both the 
size and the kind of our armament. 
Preparation for defense is useless un- 
less it is definite—unless we know 
whom we have to fight. Therefore, our 
real question is, ‘Shall we defend or 
abandon” ’’ 

This is the basis to which John Hays 
Hammond, engineer, diplomat and pres- 
ident of the World’s Court League, re- 
duces the whole subject of preparedness 
in military and naval affairs. 

“Every other great nation in the 
world,’’ continued Hammond, ‘‘regulates 
the number of its ships and men by the 
work which they may be called upon to 
do. When they find that the possible 
conflicts may be too great for any 
force which they can reasonably main- 
tain they make alliances with other na- 
tions so that the combined forces may 
be sufficient. For instance, the Anglo- 
Japanese compact was formed to se- 
cure a balance of power in the Orient 
and the triple alliance had an equally 
well defined object. England has main- 
tained a navy greater than that of any 
other two Powers, because she knew 
that she would never be attacked by 
only a single Power. 

‘These nations have felt that the con- 
duct of foreign affairs would some day 
bring trouble, and they prepared against 
the quarters from which trouble was 
likely to arise. 


American Foreign Policies. 
‘The United States has more opportu- 


nities for trouble than any nation in the 
world—she has foreign policies which 
are liable to bring on a conflict almost 
any day in times of world peace and 
now in time of war we are seeking to 
enforce international law against the 
strongest nations in the world. 

“What foreign policy shall we adopt? 
Shall we abandon our present foreign 
policies now or under pressure? Some of 
the policies to which we are committed 
indicate a navy; other policies make 
necessary an army and still other poll- 
cies make indispensable both an army 
and a navy. 

“Therefore, instead of talking about 
the number of ships or of men, we 
should talk about their reason for being. 
Oncé we have determined why we need 
defense—against whom we must defend 
—the mount of defense needed will take 
care of itself. 
‘The measure of our national de- 
fense is determined by the international 
difficulties in which we may become in- 
volved.’ 
Hammond, as president of the World's 
Court League, is devoting a major part 
of his time to an effort to establish an 
international forum which will prevent 
wars in the future. Nevertheless he 
holds that until the world has new 
morals Americans must either restrain 
their words and acts or be ready to 
back them up. 

Necessity for Defense. 

“What international controversies may 
arise to create the necessity for a na- 
tional defense?” said Hammond. 

“Look at our world situation. We 
have Hawall, the Philippines and Alaska 
in the Pacific Ocean, Porto Rico and 
the Atlantic Ocean and we have the 
Panama Canal. Our citizens have made 
heavy investments in Mexico, Centra] 
America, South America and the Orient. 
Neither the United States nor its in- 
terests end with the shores of the con- 
tinent. Scarcely anything can happen 
anywhere in the world without affecting 
a citizen of the United States or that 
which belongs to a citizen of the United 
States. 

“All of these possessions and inter- 


ests have in them potentialities of 
trouble in times of peace, but now that 
the world is afire they are elements of 
positive danger. 

“Are we going to protect our citizens 
and their property in all parts of the 
world and on the seas? This has al- 
Ways been our policy, and it was one 
of the reasons for the formation of the 
Union. If we adhere to this policy we 
will, some time or other, be drawn into 
a situation where right must be up- 
held by might. We have lately gone 
into Mexico, not to protect the millions 
of dollars of property which remains 
out of the many millions which » have 
been destroyed, nor to avenge the mur- 
der of hundreds of American citizens, 
but to avenge the murder of American 
soldiers and citizens by Mexicans on 


American soil. 
Mexican Situation. 


“The Mexican situation gives a g00d 
idea of how inadequately we are pre- 
pared for even a trivial military ‘task. 

“Are we ready to give over the Pan- 
ama Canal in the event of a war with 


either Japan or an European Power? 


Everyone will answer, ‘No!’ 


“The whole matter of preparedness 
is bound up with our national policies 
and intentions. 

“Our most famous policy is that 
known as the Monroe Doctrine; we in- 
voke the Monroe Doctrine as though 
the mere waving of it would make its 
enforcement a matter of course, I re. 
gard the Monroe Doctrine as holding 
more danger than any policy which has 
ever been announced by any country in 
the world. 


“Already the Monroe Doctrine has 
several times nearly involved us in 
‘war; we were close to war with France 
over Mexico, with England over Vene- 
zvela and we have had trouble with 
San Domingo and various other coun- 
tries. 


Which are popular, and the thought of 


“tT know that considerable foreign 
pressure has been brought upon us to | 


end the disorders in Mexico, and I also 
know that both England and Germany 
would have taken an active hand in 
Mexico had not the European war inter- 
vened. 

“Are we to adhere to our traditional 
Monroe Doctrine? We have guaran- 
teed the integrity of the Central and 
South American republic against for- 
eign aggression. South America wil] be 
the easiest field for European exploita- 
tion when peace returns and Europe is 
looking about for somewhere to se]! its 
goods. If we guarantee the Americas, 
then we must be ready to back up-our 


‘ 
| cuarantee with something better than 
Jj words. . | ys 

“Take China and the open door’ for 
trade. Japan has tried and will prob- 
ably try again to close that door and 
take the whole Chinese trade. Shall 
ve assume the retention and extension 
of the Chinese trade on our own indi- 
vidual responsibility until such time as 
a Council of Nations supports the pol- 
icy? In such a case we may be brought 
into conflict with Japan, and this brings 
up Hawaii and the Philippines. 

‘‘Are we going to immediately abandon 
these islands in the event of a war with 
Japan? If we are not ready to thus 
abandon them we must properly pro- 
vide for their defense. We must also 
prepare to guard our western cqust 
against a Japanese invasion. These de- 
cisions involve an army and a navy 
of a certcin size for use in the Pa- 
cific. 

Failure of Djplomacy. 

“All intelligent men recognize the 
waste of a nation’s revenue in main- 
taining huge armaments, but at the 
same time they recognize the fact that 
in the present state of international re- 
lations the only defense a nation has 
against foreign aggression is the power 
to defend itself by naval and military 
forces, for they have seen that the un- 
thinkable world war became an actual- 
ity in August. 1914. proving conclusively 


the failure of diplomacy to maintain | 
the peace of the worid. 

“The estimated wealth of our nation 
is upward of $185,000,000,000. It is the 
opinion of recognized authorities that 
the expenditure of $1,000,000,000 in addi- 
tion to our present naval and military 
budget would provide a navy and army 
that would afford the nation adequate 
protection against any concéivable con- 
tingency. this expenditure would not 
exceed the cost of a few weeks’ war 
or the part of any of the present bel- 
ligerents. 


“Every man and every woman in 
the United States, no matter where 
he or she may live, will be involved 
in disaster should be thrust into war 
without the means of defending our- 
selves. 

It should be the aim, first, of the 
preparedness movement to effect a 
realization on the part of the people 
of thé Middle West, in particular, not 
only of the possibility but indeed the 
probability of war being forced upon 
us in spite of every effort on the part 
of our Government to preserve peace. 
Secondly, to realize the utter inade- 
quacy of our present national - de- 
fense. And third, that no section of 
the country would be exempt from 
the ravages of a foreign war.”

pany, yesterday made this statement to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, 

The contract to make all the bodies re- 
quired by the various Chevrolet facto- 
ries in other cities was recently awarded 
to Gardner’s company, and according to 
Gardner, the reviving availability of riv- 
er transportation was one of the strong- 
est inducements in the awarding of the 
contract. 

This contract calls for 200,000 automo- 
bile bodies a year for three years, at an 
average price of $20 each. This amounts 
to $4,000,000 a year, or a total of $12,000, - 
000. To handle the contract the Gard- 
ner company is erecting a $50,000 addition 
to its body factory at Broadway and 
Bulwer avenue and another $50,000 ad- 
dition to its main factory at Second and 
Rutger streets. 


Favored by Low Rates 
Gardner said the low rates at which 


St. Louis can obtain lumber and other 
raw materials from the South had been 
a great point in his favor when seeking 
the contract. Chevrolet bodies are made 
of wood and steel and St. Louis also 
has advantages as a stee] manufactur- 
ing center. Gardner expects this advan- 
tage to become even greater when the 
full development of river traffic is 
reached and predicted that some of the 
greatest steel mills in the world would 
be located in St. Louis. 

With this in mind he is making ef- 
forts to have the contracts: for other 
Chevrolet parts, such as springs, motor 
pumps, axles, etc., awarded to St. Louis. 
These parts are now made in various 
cities, but Gardner believes that con- 
gentration of factories in St. Louis would 
mean @ great saving to the company. 

Finitsheq Cars Made Here. 

The Chevrolet factory at Second 
and Rutger streets is turning out 
finished cars. Gardner said that by 
Sept. 1 it would be producing 100 
cars a day, and that the total out- 
put for 1917 was expected to be 
50,000 complete cars. There are oth- 
er Chevrolet factories in Kansas City, 
Minneapolis, Atlanta and Oakland, 
Cal. The bodies for the cars made 
in these factories will be shipped 
from St. Louis. 

A group of financiers, headed by. 
W. C. Durant and lL. C. Kauffman of 
New York, control the . Chevrolet 
company, which in turns owns the 
General Motors Co., making the 
Buick, Cadillac, Oakland and Olds- 
mobile cars. The capital of the Gen- 
eral Motors Co. is $30,000,000. Durant 
engineered the recent combination of 
Hudson, Overland and Chalmers fac- 
tories.

District About Coliseum to Be 
Closed to Parking Through- 
out the Sessions. 


Samuel B. McPheeters, President of 
the Police Board, and Director of 
Streets and Sewers Talbert are complet- 
ing the details for the parking of ve- 
hicle and the handling of traffic dur- 
ing the Democratic convention at the 
Coliseum.

“1 Am Out of Politics,”’ He De- 
clares When Asked to Pose 
for Photograph. 


SILENT AS TO HUGHES 


Colonel Sent Message to Conven- 
tion Before Seeing Justice’s 
Telegram. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


OYSTER BAY, June 10.—Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt although bitterly disappointed 
in the Republican nomination of Justice 


of making a three-cornered fight as head 
of a Progressive ticket. 

As the most convenient and graceful 
way of taking his exit from a painful 
situation, he has gone through the form 
of putting his candidacy entirely in the 
hands of the Progressive National Com- 
mittee, but he has not the slightest 
doubt that it will accept his declination. 

Such were the very definite impres- 
sions carried away by the score of news- 
papermen whom the Colonel received in 


had read Hughes’ letter of acceptance 
and had sent his own declination to the 
Progressives. 

‘You are here to ask me what I have 
t» say,” he said, ‘‘but I haven’t a thing 
to say for publication.” 

His Manner was cordial, the smile and 
the handshakes were there as usual, but 
the spirit back of them was gone. His 
face Was haggard and careworn. 

His whole demeanor was that of a 
man saying a final goodby to a group 
ot friends whom he has liked and 
trusted. 

Try as he would, the Colonel could not 
restrain the note of bitterness in his 
voice as he reviewed informally the 
events of the past 24 hours. 

The feelng cropped out strongly, as he 
told of being called to the telephone at 
4 o’clock this morning by two of the 
Progressives conferees and one Republic- 
an, who also was of the conferees. 
Their inquiry as to what he proposed, 
he answered that his choice was Senator 
Lodge as a compromise candidate. 
This answer seemed to satisfy the Re- 
publican member of the conference. He 
left the impression with the Colonel that 
it would be satisfactory also to the other 
Republican conferees. That this mem- 
ber went back to his convention and 
joined with the others in recommending 
Hughes is viewed by Roosevelt's friends 
as a piece of treachery and the Colonel's 
voice and manner left no doubt as to 
what he thought of the matter. 


Since $ o’clock last night, when the 
Colonel said good night to the news- 
paper correspondents, he has been 
awake, pacing the floor of his gun-room 
and talking over the long distance tele- 
phone to the Progressive leaders and his 
Secretary, John W. McGrath, in Chica- 
£0. - 

His only companion during the long 
hours of the night»eq today was his 
assistant secretary, Walter Hayes. He 
has been talking and thinking and dic- 
tating with all his efforts directed 
toward one end—how to act in the event 
of a Hughes nomination. 


Hughes’ letter of acceptance was 
flashed to Oyster Bay shortly after 3 
o'clock. At 6 o’clock the reporters were 
received in the library. W. Emlen 
Roosevelt and Philip received them cor- 
dially, and a few moments later the 
Colonel entered. He was wearing khaki 
coat and knickerbockers, golf stockings 
and heavy hob-nailed shoes. One would 
have thought he had just come in. from 
a stroll across country, except for the 
unmistakable air of anxiety and dis- 
appointment which all his pleasantness 
of manner and smile could not conce.:... 

After his first charactertisic announce- 
ment he smiled, while the correspondents 
put to him the formal questions; and 
to each of them in turn he repeated 
with increasing firmness his fixed an- 
swer: 


“Nothing to say.” 

But after the pledge of confidence had 
been exacted, he talked quite frankly 
about what he had been doing. It is 
no breach of the confidence to say that 
the Colonel strongly intimated to his 
callers that, henceforth, Sagamore Hill 
will not be a source of political news. 
He implied that the correspondents 
would show wisdom by giving up their 
quarters in the village and returning to 
their offices. 

There was no mistaking the atmos- 
phere of farewell, When the corre 
spondents rose to say good night, not 
one of them doubted that the Colonel in- 
tended this to be his food-by and his 
exit from the political field. When a 
photographer asked him to pose for a 
picture, the Colonel, with the familiar 
snap of his teeth, said: 
| “No, sir, no more pictures. I'am out 
of politics.”

HUGHES STATES HS 
POSITION IN HOUR 
AFTER NOMINATION 


Sends Two-Line Letter of Resig- | 


nation, Then Dictates Denun- 
ciation of Administration. 


HIS PLANS UNDETERMINED 


Has Not Decided Whom He 
Will Select to Manage His 
Campaign.

WASHINGTON, June 10. — Charles 


Evans Hughes stepped down today 
from the Supreme Court bench. and, 
again a private citizen. accepted the 
Republican nomination for President of 
the United States, 


In a telegram ringing with deaun- 
ciation of the administration’s foreign 
policy an declaring for a. dominant, 
thorough-going Americanism, he gave 
his decision to Chairman Harding of the 
Republican national conventicn and 
broke the long silence which had rept 
the leaders of his party in the dark as 
to his attitude toward the grea: issues 
of the day. 

“T have not desired the nomination,” 
said the telegram. ‘I have wished to 


remain on the bench. But in this crit-]. 


ical period of our national history, I 
recognize that it is your right to sum- 
mon, and that it is my paramount duty 
to respond.”’ 

Resigns in Two-Line Letter. 

Within an hour after Chairman Hard- 
ing had notified him of his nomination 
Mr. Hughes had accepted the call. His 
résignation, a scant two-line letter 
without a superfluous word, was on its 
way to the White House from the 
Hughes home before the nominee had 
dispatched the message of acceptance 
and called the waiting group of news- 
paper men into his study to tell them 
of his decision. President Wilson ac- 
cepted the resignation in a reply almost 
as brief. Apparently Mr. Hughes’ let- 
ter was framed so that the President 
might be saved the embarrassment of 
expressing regret or making more than 
a formal reply. 

“TY hereby resign the office of Asso- 
clate Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States.’’ he wrote, to which 
the President replied: “I am in receipt 
cf your letter of resignation and feel 
constrained to yield to your desire. I, 
therefore, accept your resignation as 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
inited States to take effect at once.”’ 

When copies of both the telegram to 
Chicago and the letter of resignation 
had been made public, Mr. Hughes ieft 
his home for his customary afternoon 
walk. Soon after his return Lawrence 
Green, his private secretary, told him 
of Col. Roosevelt’s conditional declina- 
tion of the Progressive nomination. Mr. 
Hughes sent word to inquirers that he 
had nothing to say concerning it. His 
friends, however, were outspoken in 
their satisfaction over Col. Roosevelt’s 
attitude. 

No Pians for Summer Made. 

No plans have been made by the 
nominee for the summer. The family 
virtually had dismantled the Sixteenth 
etreet residence here with the intention 
of returning to Maine for the hot 
months, but those plans have been 
abandoned. Whether Mr. Hughes will 
go on the stump, or whom he will se- 
lect to manage his campaign, are ques- 
tions that have not been given consid- 
eration, so far. 

Events happened with dramatic 
suddenness at the Hughes home to- 
day as a climax to monotonous weeks 
of waiting. It had been thought that 
things would move swiftly and that 
night would find the, Republican con- 
vention adjourned, its work ended, 
but few of the candidate’s§ closest 
fricnds believed that the day's devel- 
opments would crowd his resignation 
from the bench, his acceptance of the 
nomination, and his declaration of 
principles into the space of little 
more than one hour. 

Throughout the  pre-convention 
campaign Justice Hughes had insist- 
ed that he would not be nominated. 
Not until last night, after the bal- 
loting began did he admit to his in- 
timate friends that he might be draft- 
ed to lead his party. Even then he 
made no statement as to what action 
he would take, but his silence was in- 
terpreted that he would accept, cer- 
tainly if the action of the convention 
was practically unanimous. 


As the balloting was resumed today 
the Hughes household went along al- 
most as usual. Only the Justice had 
abscndoned his office on the first floor 
ard retired to the privacy of the third 
ficor, with Mrs. Hughes and their lit- 
tle daughter Elizabeth.

Perkins’ Policy of Delay.

He 
announced at the beginning of the 
convention to a meeting of the Pro- 
gressive National Committee that the 
nomination of Roosevelt should not 
be made until Saturday. He believed

“Man is Human; 


Principles Permanent and 
Only Permanent Foundation on Which 
a Party Can Rest.”

CHICAGO, Ill., June 10,—The curtain 
has fallen on the two conventions—one 
@ comedy and the other a tragedy—and 
the acters and the audiences have dis- 
persed. These conventions have been 
unique—nothing else like them in our 
political history. 

The Republican convention was 4 com- 
edy. The managers had it well staged: 
every actor had his part committed to 
mémory, and there had evidently been 
many rehearsals. The crowd that had 
made the Republican party a hissing and 
a by-word wese again in possession of 
the organization. All of the formalities 
wer observed with scrupulous care and 
order prevailed from beginning to end. 
Everybody behaved decorously, the con- 
vention was dignity iteeif. The call was 
read, the temporary chairman was elect- 
ed, the kenynote speech was delivered, 
the credentials committee made its re- 
port, the platform was adopted, the 
candidates were put in nomination—each 
name being greeted ‘with the proper 
demonstration, conducted with due re- 
gard to the proprieties of the occasion— 
the same little stuffed-elephant leading 
all the parades. 

The conference committee graciously 
met with the Progressive committee and 
courteously declined all its overtures and 
then In the fullness of time, the conven- 
tion proceeded to ignore the Progres- 
sives. After the second ballot, when 
Justice Hughes was within two hundred 
votes of the necessary majority the con- 
vention listened to a communication 
from Mr. Roosevelt virtually refusing to 
be a candidate unless nominated by both 
conventions, and suggesting Senator 
Lodge as the proper man to nominate. 
The convention answered Col. Roose- 
velt’s recommendation by giving Justice 


Hughes about nine-tenths of its vote on, 


the third ballot and Senator Lodge, Col. 
Roosevelt’s residuary legatee, certified 
to the qualifications of the nominee and 
movéd to make the nomination unani- 
mous. 

Thé announcement of Justice Hughes’ 
nomination was followed by a scene 
that has hardly been paralleled in a 
national convention. Instead of the usual 
demonstration, giving «xpression to the 
joy which such a victory excites, few 
of the standards of th states were car- 
ried in procession by a relatively smal! 
number of enthusiasts, while the dele- 
gates, in almost unbroken phalanx, stood 


| 


ever given to a victorious aspirant for 
a presidential nomination. The nomina- 
tion of Mr. Fairbanks for Vice Presi- 
dent was effected under conditions which 
gave no indication of a thaw. If the

The Progressive convention was a 
tragedy. No one could attend the two 
conventions without being profoundly 
impressed with the radical difference in 
the personnel.

‘Viewed from a Democratic 
standpoint, they have been misled by 
the man whom they have idolized. In 
their devotion to him, they have been 
led to indorse policies, believed by them 
to be patriotic, but which can have no 
part in the permanent plans of such a 
bedy of men. 

T. R. “Has Carefally Prepared.” 

When Col. Roosevelt found that the 
regular Republicans could not be forced 
into nominating him he had to meet a 
situation which he had evidently fore- 
seen and for which he had carefully pre- 
pared. In his telegraphic reply to Com- 
mitteeman Jackson, he had emphasized 
the necessity for co-operation against 
th. Democratic party and when the time 
came when he had to refuse a nomi- 
nation or lead a forlorn hope, he pointed 
to the language of the Jackson telegram 
to justify his unwillingness to jeopardize 
Republican success by division in the 
party. He urged the nomination of Sen- 
ator Lodge as a compromise, and when 
that also failed he sent the Progressive 
ccnvention a declaration which was as 
final or conditional according to the de- 
cision of the committee. The scene that 
followed was pathetic. 

The convention referred the telegram 
to the National Committee which had 
already been empowered to act in such 
emergency and the convention ad- 
journed, a disappointed and dispirited 
body. - The delegates had enlisted for 
the war; they had cut themselves off 
from their political associates and thus 
forfeited whatever rights or privileges 
they might have enjoyed as members 
of the Republican party. They had se- 
lected a candidate for vice president. 
They had set sail under sealed orders: 
and when the orders were read, behold, 
the ship was without a captain.

Howard Taft, in an extended interview 
here tonight, enthusiastically approved 
the Republican convention's choice of 
Justice Hughes for the presidency, and 
stated his conviction that the Progres- 
sives had no excuse for withholding 
their support from the Republican 
ticket.

“Mr. Justice Hughes is the highest 
type of American. He is a scholar, a 
statesman and the proper man for the 
office. He bridged the unfortunate gap 
of 1912, for he was on the bench. He is 
@ great campaigner, a man of great 
eloquence and force. Many votes will 
be made by the extreme facility and 
grace of his expression. There can be 
no doubt he has great strength in 
pleading the cause of the people and the 
party. In 1908 he delivered what I con- 
sider the greatest speech in the history 
of politics. In that speech, concerning 
Mr. Bryan, I have since learned Mr. 
Bryan found the most effective obstacle 

. of the entire campaign. I hope the 
P ves will see the light and ac- 
cept Justice Hughes as the exponent 
of fair and constructive preparedness, 
but not such preparedness as has heen 
made a party issue without financial! 
means of carrying it out. I rejoice at 
the prospect of a great Republican vic- 
tory. 

“Tl sent Mr. Hughes a telegram this 
afternoon in which I told him that the 
nomination was a great testimonial to 
his patriotism, his statesmanship, his 
character and personality, that it was 
an unexampled compliment, and I felici- 
tated the party for having embraced 
the opportunity of accepting him."

WASHINGTON, June 10.—President 
Wilson remained in the White Ilouse 
theoughout today receiving reports 
on the Republican and Progressive 
conventions, putting the finishing 


touches on his draft of the demo- 
cratic platform and conferring with 
dem») ratic leaders. His only direct 
connection with the day’s political 
developments was his receipt and ac- 
«sptance of Justice Hughes’ rerirna- 
tion from the Supreme Court. 

No formal comment on the selection 
of Justice Hughes or on Col. Roose- 
velt’s conditional refusal of the Pro- 
gressive nomination was made at the 
White House and it was said none 
would be forthcoming. The Presi- 
dents closest advisers did not expect 
Roosevelt to be a candidate on the 
Progressive ticket, but made no 
secret of their hope that he might. 
They insisted, however, that his re- 
fusal would have no effect on the 
democratic campaign. 

The trend of the President’s cam- 
paign speeches probably will be in- 
dicated in addresses he will deliver 
Tuesday at the West Point gradua- 
tion exercises and Wednesday at a 
flag day celebration following a pre- 
paredness parade here. Administra- 
tion leaders said tonight that they 
expected the campaign to be carried 
on along dignified lines, with the 
President paying little attention to 
personalities and dwelling on the 
legislative achievements of the last 
three years, the fact that the United 
States is at peace, and the prosperity 
of the nation. 

President and Leaders Confer. 
While the reports from Chicago, Oyster 
Bay and the Hughes home were com- 
ing into the White House by telegraph 
and telephone, the President sat in his 
study, conferring with Senator James, 
who will be permanent chairman of the 
&t. Loulse convention; Senator Walsh, 
who will be one of the administration 
representatives on the Platform Com- 
mittee; Secretary Tumulty, Secretary 
McAdoo and Senator Hoke Smith. Im- 
niediately after the message telling of 
the nomination of Justice Hughes: had 
arrived, telegrams from Democratic 
leaders in Chicago observing the two 
conventions began to come in. They 
suid generally that the Progressives 
were dissatisfied with the outcome and 
predicted Mr. Wilson's re-election. 
The xresident finished his work on| 
the platform today and approved a final 
draft of Senator James’ speech as per- 
manent Chairman. Senator James and 
Senator Walsh, who leave for St. Louis 
tomorrow, will convey to the Democrat- 
ic leaders there the President's impres- 
sions of today's conventions. 

Accepts Hughes’ Resignation, 

Justice Hughes’ ‘resignation was re- 
ceived at the White House with strict 
formality. The negro messenger who 
brought it asked for Secretary Tumulty 
and was told to wait. Tumulty took up 
a position behind his desk and then the 
messetiger was ushered in. 

“From Justice Hughes,” he said, 
handing a sealed envelope to Tumulty. 
“Thank you, very much," replied the 
Secretary, smiling. He then hurried to 
Mr. Wlison's office. The President 
called for a stenographer and within 
five minutes the acceptance was on its 
way by messenger to Hughes’ home.

Crewds Gather About Home,

In the line of automobiles that filed up 
the streets was that of President and 
Mrs. Wilson, out for a ride. 

At 6 o’clock newspaper offices tele- 
phoned to Mr. Green the stafement 
issued by Cel. Roosevelt. Mr. Hughes 
was informed of its substance, but 
replied that he had nothing to say. 
There was a decided air of gratifica- 
tion and relief about the house, how- 
ever. During the evening, telegrams 
by the hundreds poured in and many 
callers left cards, despite a violent 
hail and electrical storm which swept 
over the city. 

Record on Supreme Bench, 

It has been as a member of the 
Supreme Court that Mr. Hughes has 
been known in Washington. In legal 
circles his greatest work has been 
regurded as the opinions In the two- 
cent rate cases. from Minnesota and 
half a dozen other states. In his first 
year on the bench he announced the 
court’s decision that an Alabama 
statute sanctioning a form of peon- 
age was unconstitutional. Later he 
enunciated a series of opinions on 
the pure food law in which he stood 
for a broad interpretation of that 
statute. 

In the last few months, he joined 
holding constitutional an amend- 
to the pure food law by which 
specifically extended the 
statute to apply to “quack medicines.” 
Justice Hughes had been out-voted 
by his colleagues in extending the 
original law to such medicines and 
had suggested the need of Congress 
amerding the law. He wrote the de- 
cision holding the Oklahoma Jim 
Crow law. applying to interstate com- 
merce, unconstitutional and dissented 
from the court in tts action in annul-

HARLES EVANS HUGHES 

& was born in Glens Falls, N. 

Y., April 11, 1862, making him 

four years younger than Ex-Presi- 

dent Roosevelt, and six years young- 
er than President Wilson. 

His father was a Baptist minister 
and his mother was a devout woman 
who shaped his early education with 
the idea of preparing him for the 
ministry. The family moved to New- 
ark, N. J., when he was a boy and 
during his young manhood, settled in 
New York City. Brilliant always as 
a student, young Hughes was gradu- 
ated from a New York high school 
at the head of his class at the age 
of 15, so young that his father would 
not permit him to enter college for 
a year. 

He was graduated from Brown 
University in. 1881, one of the five 
Phi Beta Kappa honor men of his 
year. Finally he attended the 
Columbia University law school, 
holding the prize fellowship from 
1884 to 1887. At the beginning of his 
career, Mr. Hughes was an instruci- 
or in Greek mathematics at an acad- 
emy in Delhi, N. Y. A chiding re- 
mark from the principal of that 
academy to the effect that young 
Hughes would have trouble controll- 
ing the discipline of his classes, be- 
cause he had ‘‘no more beard than 
an egg’ is cited in innumerable bio- 
graphical. records of Mr. Hughes 
as having. been responsible for the 
Hughes beard, which has figured so 
largely in polical caricatures. 

Was Professor at Cornell. 

After a short experience as an edu- 
cator, Mr. Hughes became a law 
clerk in the office of Stewart L. 
Woodford, who later was elected 
Lieutenant-Governor of New York, 
but his health was undermined by 
his work and he accepted a chair as 
professor of law at Cornell Univer- 
sity. Two years later, however, he 
was back practising law in New 
York. The public first heard of Mr. 
Hughes in 19% and 1906. It was in 
those years that he served, first as 
counsel for the Stevens legislative 
committee investigating the gas com- 
panies of New York, and then as 
counsel for the Armstrong legislative 
committee for the investigation of 
insurance companies” in New York.

Fought Party Organization. 

Throughout his administration 
as Governor he was at logger- 
heads with the Republican or- 
ganization. He first urged the 
passage of the public service 
commission law telling the Leg- 
islature that a railroad commis- 
sion paid by the railroads, and 
with only advisory powers was 
inadequate. Little attention was 
paid to the proposed measure by 
the Legislature and Gov. Hughes 
took the question to the people. 
He stumped the State for his bill, 
and finally the Legislature re- 
sponded. - 

Hardly had the bill become a 
law before the Legislature 
passed a two-cent passenger fare 
measure. Gov. Hughes vetoed 
it on the ground that a Legisla-

In one body the immense throng 
rose in a roar. The following demon- 
stration lasted two minutes when 
order was finally restored. Chair- 
man Robins announced: 

“The chairman announces that by 
acclamation the Progressive conven- 
tion has nominated Theodore Roose- 
vent for President of the United 
States.” 

Five minutes passed before oréer 
was restored and James A. Garfield 
of Ohio, without telling the delegates 
that Hughes had been named at the 
Coliseum, asked for a recess to 3 
p. m., after singing one verse of 
“Americe-” 

When the. Progressives reassem- 
bled shortly after 3 o'clock, the lead- 
ers and delegates were made ex- 
cited by inquiries régarding Justice 
Hughes’ action. The hall hummed 
with excitement and expectation of 
a méssage from Oyster Bay. Reports 
that Col. Roosevelt had merely taken 
the nomination undér advisement 
caused some fresentful discussion 
among some of the delegates. 

Choice for Vice President. 

The convention then proceeded to 
vice presidential nominations, calling 
on the rolls of states. California, 
Gov. Johngon’s home State Wwas 
passed temporarily. When Indiana 
Was called, some one shouted “Fatr- 
banks” and the crowd tittered. The 
first candidate presented was Chair- 
man Raymond Robins of Chicago by 
Delegate H. P. Gardner of Maine. 

“We have no time for honorable 
mention,” said Chairman Robins and 
his nomination was not seconded. 

Col. John M. Parker of Louisiana was 
then nominated for second place of Ev- 
erett Colby of New Jersey. Delegates 
from Georgia, Iowa, Arizona, Idaho and 
many other states seconded Col. Park- 
er’s nomigation. Judge Albert D. Nor- 
toni of St. Louis seconded on behalf of 
Missouri. 

The name of Gov. Johnson of Califor- 
nfa' was then placed in nomination by 
a Kentucky delegate. In indorsing Col. 
Parker speeches wére made declaring 
such action would help to wipe out sec- 
tional feeling between the North and 
South. 

Judge W. KE. Hewell of Louisiana, 
seconding Col. Parker’s nomination, 
thanked the convention for its tribute 
to Louisiana’s favorite son. 


Ovation for Gov. Johnson, 
Gov. Johnson received his customary 


ovation when he stepped upon the stage 
to second Col. Parker’s nomination. , 

“Once I had the honor and glory of 
making the fight with you,’’ Gov. John- 
son be#an. He announced that Col, 
Roosevelt’s message soon would be pre- 
sented. 

‘In this pecullar situation,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘“‘it is proper that a man from 
the Southern states should be the run- 
ning mate of our leader.’ 

Gov. Johnson said that Col. Parker 
should be accorded the ‘‘slight honor’ 
of nomination for Vice President. 

‘‘Now, in these last hours of the con- 
vention,”’ he said; ‘‘we’ll fight shoulder 
to shoulder a good fight. We've gone 
far in the hope and trust that we might 
render assistance to our fellow men. 
We've fought not in vain, and now we 
find every candidate is, or claims to be, 
a Progressive. There has been real 
achievement for our nation. 

“Whether we continue to fight (and I 
promise you it will be continued in our 
Western States) we have missed no op- 
portunity.’’ 

Gov. Johnson, in conclusion, moved 
that Col. Parker’s nomination be inade 
unanimous. 

Chairman Robins surrendered’ the 
gavel to James R. Garfield of Ohlo. 
Robins recited efforts to upbuild the 
iew party and asked the nomination of 
Parker. 

“The only great group in the Ameri- 
Can republic that didn’t want Theodore 
Roosevelt were the hand-picked dele- 
gates of the Republican convention,” 
said Robins, amid thundering applause.

“The Progressive party, free, untram- 
meéled, uncontrolled and unbiased, now 
prepares to go forward to victory in 
November,” he concluded, moving to 
suspend the rules and make Col, Park- 
er’s nomination unanimous, without a 
roll call.

William Flinn of Pennsylvania pre- 
sented a resolution empowering the 
national committee to fill any vacan- 
cles on the ticket.

With his voice breaking and husky 
in emotion, Murdock said he knew 
the hope of this country its in the 
Progressive party. 

“T am not sore or sad, but I am im- 
pressed with the tremendous force 
against us, power, money, every- 
thing. Yet, if we keep our motives 
pure, if we go out radiant in this 
cause, some things will happen in 
this country that will help us out.” 

Turning to the press boxes on the 
stage, Murdock looked dramatically 
for former Secretary of State Bryan 
who was sitting there. Bryan smiled, 
Mr. Bryan is a_ straightforward 
p&cificist,” said Murdock. “He is go- 
ing to have a militarist plank ram- 
med down his throat at St. Louis and 
he won't stand it.” 

Bryan smiled and then Murdock 
said he expected a new “peace and 
prohibition” party headed by Bryan 
and Henry Ford.

Bryan Declines to Speak, 

The crowd yelled for a speech from 
Bryan, but hé shook his head With a 
smile. 

When a call was made for a conven- 
tion campaign ¢ontribution, Delegate 
Lewis Emory of Pennsylvanta led with 
a contribution of $10,000. Mrs. Bird 
of Baltimore and Texas announced a 
Similar gift. The New Jersey délega- 
tion pledged $20,000, the convention wildly 
approving the quick respofses. 

Gifford Pinchot pledged $5000 and 
Charles G. Bird of New Jereay alsd 
pledged the same amount. William Flinn 
of Pennsylvania gavé ahother $6000, as 
did William Decker of Motttgomery, O., 
H. H. TimpKin of Ohio, Irving R. Kirk- 
wood of Missouri, and others. 

When $1000 pledges were called for, 
scores responded. State delegations will 
mail pledges in a few days. 

Ferdinand Pecorn of New York moved 
a voté of thanks to the convention’s 
peace conferees and the motion was 
agreed to. 

Chairman Robins, in closing, read to 
the convention the message from Col. 
Roosevelt regarding his nomination. The 
delegates loudly cheered Chairman Rob- 
ins’ introduction in which he said the 
statement was authorized and corrected 
by long-distance telephone. 

Roosevelt Proposal Adopted. 

Robins carefully @émphasized the 
Colonel’s statement that he could hot 
accept the nomination “at this time.” 
In profound and tensé calm the brief 
message was quickly read. The pro- 
posal to have the National Commit- 
tee decide the questions involved met 
bitter silence. At the conclusion 
there was a burst of applause, but 
of no great duration or extreme in- 
tensity. 

James R. Garfield moved that the 
convention accept Col. Roosevelt's 
proposal and refer them to the Na- 
tional Committee with power to act. 
Chairman Robins hurriedly put the 
question. A substantial vote of 
“Ayés” followeq and a faint scatter- 
ing of “noés.” In the confusion that 
followed as the delegates, anticipat- 
ing immediate adjournment, began to 
leave their seats and rush for the 
exits, the motion adopted at 4:58 to 
adjourn was muffled in a noisy tur- 
moil.

For three days and 
parts of three nights they had sat 
outside the door of the Resolutions 
Committee, practically without food 
and sleep. Inside the battle was go- 
ing on; all the other issues of the 
platform had been practically  pre- 
determined. But the suffrage piank 
was the one over which the commit- 
tee split. Tuesday night at midnight 
the women and the thousands they 
represent were practically defeated. 
The committee stood five to four 
against suffrage. Wednesday all day 
and Wednesday night the issue was 
still on. Men came and went! Borah 
of Ydaho;: Madden of Illinois and 
Sutherland of Utah were for the 
women. The hours went on. Senator 
Lodge held out obstinately. He woulo 
have none of it. Nothing in his New 
England training would let him see 
tuat times had changed; nothing in 
his public life had taught him that 
economics and politics can never be 
separated and that women are now 
Aefinitely a part of the economic life 
of the country.

Admiralty Says Hope Has Been 
Given Up for All Save 
12 Survivors. 


LONDON, June 10.—The British cruis- 
er Hampshire, on which Field Marshal 
Earl Kitchener and members of his staff 
were lost, was sunk as the result of 
striking a mine, it was officially an- 
nounced this afternoon. 

All hope has been abandoned for all 
save the 12 men from the Hampjshire 
who were washed ashore on a raft, the 


| Statement says. 


The statement follows: 

“Admiral Jellicoe states that the 
Hampshire was mined. The vessel was 
accompanied by two destroyers until 
the Hampshire was compelled to detach 
them, on account of the heavy seas, 
an hour before the explosion. Surviv- 
ors say the Hampshire sank in 10 min- 
utes. 

‘Destroyers and patrol vessels hur- 
ried to the soene.

ABERDEEN, Scotland, June 10.—The 
British cruiser Hampshire was seen to 
be afire before she sank off the Orkney 
Islands, while carrying Earl Kitchener, 
the British War Minister, to Russia, ac. 
cording to statements of men on trawl- 
ers and steamers arriving here from the 
Orkneys. The disaster occurred: last 
Monday night, only an hour after Earl 
Kitchener and members of his staff had 
embarked on the cruiser at the extreme 
north of Scotland. 

The raft from the cruiser, which was 
flung ashore with 13 men from the 
Mampshire clinging to it, was discov- 
ered by a policeman who was searching 
along the rocky and desolate coast. The 
men were battered and exhausted, A 
few._of them murmured “Kitchener was 
on board,”’ and then fell asleep. Eighty 
bodies were found along the cliffs, 

In their terrific battle with the sea the 
clothing of some of the men had been 
torn from their bodies. Their hands and 
feet had been mutilated in desperate ef- 
forts to climb the cliffs. 

According to the reports,’ Earl Kitch- 
ener and the members of his staff were 
placed in one of the ship's boats which 
got clear of the wreck but was swamped 
in the terrific sea that was running.

Progressives and Republicans 
Failed to Avail Themselves of 
Support of “Humanitarians.”’ 


Misha Appelbaum, founder and leader 
of the Humanitarian Cult, with head- 
quarters in New York, who went to Chi- 
cago last week neither a Republican nor 
a Progressive, but willing to be either, 
arrived in St. Louis last night to attend 
the Democratic National convention, not 
a3 a Democrat but with announced will- 
ingness to be a Democrat. With his 
mind still open he is going to try against 
the Democrats the same tactics that 
fatied to gain him a party affiifation in 
Chicago. 

“Some 75,000 members of our cult will 
go the way I do,” Applebaum told a 
Post-Dispatéh reporter at the Washing- 
ton Hotel. ‘““‘We won't vote for the Re- 
publicans or Progressives because they 
refused to put our humanitarian planks 
in their platforms. The Democrats can 
have us if they will only indorse the 
principles that we intend to propose to 
them.’’ 

A full explanation of these principles 
will be made by Appelbaum himself 
Tuesday night at a public meeting at 
the Odeon. He will invite the Demo- 
eratio delegates and leaders to this 
meeting. 

Briefly stated, the hope of the Hu- 
manitarians, which Appelbaum wants 
indorsed by the Democrats, is the aboli- 
tion of poverty by the oreation of a 
National Department of Welfare, with a 
Secretary of Welfare in the Cabinet, 
aided by State and municipal depart- 
ments of welfare. In addition, he advo- 
cates a national appropriation of $50,000,- 
000 to $100,000,000 to establish a national 
sanitarium to which every person suf- 
fering from tuberculosis would be ad- 
—_— free and treated until cured. 

Rebuffed in Chicago. 

Appelbaum told how he attempted to 
get before the leaders of the two con- 
ventions in Chicago a full statement of 
his Utopian ideals and met with rebuffs 
that he hopes will not be repeated by 
the Democrats. 

He interviewed George W. Perkins, 
Speaker Sweet of the New York As- 
sembly, Oscar Straus, Chauncey M. De- 
pew, Theodore Roosevelt Jr., Gov. Whit- 


fman of New York and many others 


whom he termed the “lesser lights’’ of 
the two conventions, They all said they 
were interested in his plan and that 
they would “look into it,’’ but he did 
not hear from them again, nor 4id the 
Resolutions Committees allow him to ap- 
pear before them. 

“IT decided,”’ he said, “that the ma- 
jority of people there were interested in 
politics and in a man for the nomina- 
tion, rather than in a platform.’’ 


Won't Teil Who Pays. 

Appelbaum’s advertisements empha- 
size that no collection will be taken at 
his meetings and no contributions wi. 
be accepted. Before the Chicago con- 
vention he Inserted large advertisements 
in newspapers, and said he would place 
the same advertisements in St. Louis 
newspapers. 

He travels in comfort, has a private 
secretary and in other ways goes to 
great expense in his campaign. When 
asked who paid the bills he sald he did 
not wish to tell, because the man who 
did it did not want to be known as a 
philanthropist.

YOUTH TO TELL OF 


FINDING LAMBERT 
IRL IN LABORATORY 


Orpet Defense Summons Student 
Who Said He Saw Her 
Inspecting Poisons. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, June 10.—Proof that the 
poison that caused Marian Lembert’s 
death was cyanide of potassium in pow- 
dered form will be intreduced by the 
defense at the trial of Will Orpet for the 
girl’s murder before Judge Charles H. 
Donnelly in Waukegan, Monday. , 

This announcement was made today 
following the verification of the story 
told by Jack Vercoe of Highland Park 
that on the day before the girl went to 
her death in Helms Woods he had found 
her alone in the laboratory of the Deer- 
field High School, in which liquid and 
powdered cyanide were kept. 

Vercoe, a son of Arthur W. Vercoe, 
president of the North Shore Trust Co., 
will be subpenaed as one of the most 
important witnesses of the defense, in 
an attempt to convince the jury that 
Marian Lambert killed herself. 

Professor Tells of Incident, 

E. J. Craego, professor of chemistry 
in the high school, said regarding the 
laboratory incident: ‘It is against the 
rules for any pupil to go into the lab- 
oratory without permission or unless 
one.of the teachers is in the room. 
Marian violated the rules. hen I en- 
tered and found her there with young 
Vercoe she was agitated. I attributed 
it to my catching her there with the 
youth. 

“I do not know that she took any cy- 
anide from the bottles on the shelf, but 
she could have done so. There was a 
bottle one-third full of liquid cyanide 
and another’ half full of powdered cy- 
anide in the laboratory. A small por- 
tion abstracted from either bottle would 
not have been missed.” 

A fact regarded by Orpet’s attorneys, 
as especially significant, is that Marian 
knew on the day she was found in the 
laboratory that she was to meet Orpet 
the next day. He already had arranged 
the tryst by a letter to her mailed to 
Josephine Davis. It was immediately 
following Marian’s chemistry class that 
she went into the laboratory. Prof. 
Graege had announced that the next 
chemistry lesson would be in that sec- 
tion of the textbook devoted to cyanide 
of potassium. 

No session of court was held today.

With 
true sporting inclinations, he took 
the name of a great racehorse, 
added Jack and became Jack Dillion. 
He has been Jack Dillon ever since. 
The unimportant part of Dillon's 
career was when he fought as a wel- 
ter, then a middleweight. He beat a 
number of good men in these classes, 
fought a few draws, lost a decision 
or two and went through a great 
number of decisionless bouts. He 
gradually became known all over the 
country as a very dangerous fighter 
who had a frugal habit of saving op- 
ponents for future use. That is, he 
did not always try to win by the 
knockout route. At times this made 
Jack very unpopular in some locali- 
ties. He stayed out of New York for 
a long time after a dreary 10 rounds 
in Madison Square Garden with 
Frank Klaus. Both Dillon and Klaus 
wore out their welcome that night— 
and paid for it in lost reputation. 


Fought Many Battles asa Middle- 
Weight, but Had Little Ambition 


ACK fought a lot of good middle- 

weights. Among those he met oft- 
en. around the circuit, were George 
Chip, Eddie McGoorty, Bob Moha, 
George K. O. Brown, Howard Morrow, 
Harry Mansfield, Leo Houck, Jimmy 
Gardner, Jack Twin Sullivan, Frank 
Klaus, Gus. Christie, Fran Mantell, 
Buck Crouse and practically all the 
others who could draw a gate with him. 
He had a couple of hundred fights. 
All this time Dillon fought along 
without being stirred By any great 
ambition. 
And then he outgrew the middie 
weight class. He began mingling with 
the heavyweights. 


1A Midget Among Giants. 


I'm going to put in a 


little description of Dillion. He’s a 
midget among the big fellows, He is 
only 5 feet 7% inches tall, and his nor- 
mal fighting weight now is 164 pounds. 

But physically he’s a stick of dyna- 
mite. He has the power of a giant in 
his thick, bulging muscles. His round 
jawed, high cheek boned head is set 
on a short, thick neck. His arms are 
tremendous, and his whole body one 
mass of perfectly proportioned, steel- | 
fibered, muscular tissue. He is a skil- 
ful and effective boxer, with a trick of 
working at close range and delivering 
terrific body blows with either hand 
and reaching up at his taller opponents 
with overhand rights that carry a clean 
K. O. when they land. 

Dillon’s ambition began to grow when 
he knocked out Jack Lester, a heavy- 
weight who had been brought out by |

Tommy Burns as a championship can- 
didate. Lester, however, was @ very or- 
dinary fighter, with no class. The ex- 
ploit attracted much attention. But a 
month later he whipped Battling Le- 
vinsky in Butte, Mont., and Manager 
Dan Morgan had persuaded the public 
to believe that Levinsky was a coming 
champion. Dillon's stock went up with 
a bound. He followed by beating Al 
Norton, a tall heavy with a “‘kick,’’ who 
Was regarded throughout the Middle 
West as a very likely man,

Jack went along through a num- 
ber of fights a week or two apa un- 
til Oct. 4, 1914, he met ree O, 
Brown in St. Louis, and hippodromed it 
so (and Brown too) that the referee 
stopped the bout and ordered both box- 
ers from the ring. 

Up to this time fighting had been 
something of a joke to Dillon. Now he 
suddenly discovered that he had lost 
popularity, and it hurt. He was to fight 
in New York. His bout was cancelled. 
Much disgruntled, he took on another 
as near New York as possible, with a 
young heavyweight who had earned a 
position among the best in the big city, 
Al Weinert. Here Dillon really cut loose. 


| Weinert was a very clever boxer, game, 


aggressive, a hard hitter, 6 feet 3 inches 
tall. In the second round Dillon, rush- 
ing furiously, swung a blow that atruck 
Weinert on the chest and knocked him 
clear out of the ring. It must have 
been one of the hardest blows ever 
struck in a fight, for it split Weinert’s 
breastbone and completely knocked him 
out. Weinert says it was like being hit 
by a cannon ball.

The Lure of Race Rivalry. 
ANY are the discussions that have arisen over questions of physical 
superiority of this or that race over another, or over the rest of the 
world.

Tough Days for the ‘“‘Dinges.”’ 
S a matter of fact, the path of the colored fighter who rose, in the 
older days, was about as easy as walking over a cactus bed in the 
bare feet. It required nervc of two kinds to keep going. 
It’s only a few short years ago that the hostility against the black 
fighter, in some localities, was rabid. Prejudice was everywhere and ex- 
tended from the opposing fighter to the spectators and newspaper crit- 
ics. It even biased the officials. 
It required no mean order of confidence and courage for a colored 
gladiator to go against a white boy in a prejudiced locality, with the offi- 
cials and the BETTING against him. It usually meant that he had to 
knock out his opponent to win—knock him hard enough so that the of- 
ficial could not fudge the count to give the victim time to recover. 
* . - 


Forced to “Lay Down” or Starve. 

REQUENTLY it was not possible for the colored boy 
scrupulous managers of white fighters often insisted on 

aspirant “FLOPPING” to his opponent. 

These are not mere wild statements. No less a fighter than Joe Gans 

was twice forced to “lay down” in championship contests. Once in Chi- 

cago, he fell a martyr to his need for money and let Terry McGovern gain 

a lightweight title. 

Again in California Gans was placed in the records as knocked out 

by Jimmy Britt; but his confession shows the bout was “framed.’ 

That was the sort of stuff black scrappers frequently had to over- 
come. That they were able to survive chicanery of this sort and still de- 
feat the best of the white athletes, implied possession of the very essen- 
tial fighting qualities—mind and heart. 


Is Jess Fearful? 


T makes us think cautiously about the genuineness of the confidence 
in his own supremacy that Jess Willard claims to possess, when we 
reflect that our title-holder, immediately after winning from a’ negro, 
declared he never again would oppose one. 
The fact that there are three or four black heavyweights—three of 
them sadly aged—each of whom appears to be in a class with Jess, creates 
the suspicion that policy, and not race confidence, is back of his digging 
himself in behind the color line. 
If Willard would face Wills, Langford and McVey, he would EARN 
instead of merely claiming, to be the world’s best fighter. He would also 
remove the suspicion that he’s satisfied to let well enough alone, oppos-

DECLINE TO ENTER 


RESERVE ACT FIGHT 


They .Withdraw From South- 
western Bankers’ Discussion 
of Exchange Clause. 


Southwestern bankers, who met 
yesterday at the Planters Hotel to 
oppose abolishment of exchange 
charges on checks, as provided by 
section 16 of the Federal Reserve 
Act, oppointed an administrative com- 
mittee to carry the fight to Washing- 
ton and into the courts if neces- 
sary, and subscribe a fund of $900 
for the necessary expenses. 

St. Louis banks and representatives 
of the Missouri Bankers’ Association 
declined to participate in the meet- 
ing after an attempt was made, by 
the adoption of a resolution, to bind 
them to whatever action might later 
be taken. 

Festus J. Wade, president of the 
Mercantile Trust Co., withdrew from 
the meeting after protesting against 
the adoption of such a rule, F. QO. 
Watts, president of the Third Na- 
tional Bank, explained the attitude of 
the St. Louis bankers and the St. 
Louis Advisory Committee of the 
Federal Reserve Board in upholding 
the section to which the country 
bankers object, but took no further 
part in the meeting. Richard § 5S. 
Hawes and E. B. Claire Avery of St, 
Louis and F. D. Hodgdon of Hanni- 
bal, representing the Missouri Bank- 
ers’ Association, declined to partici- 
pate in the meeting because they 
were not authorized to bind the as- 
sociation to action that might be 
taken.

BIG COMMITTEE FORMING 
TO RECLAIM TWILIGHT ZONE 


Clark’s Suggestion to Convert Area Between Jefferson, 
Grand and Cass Avenues and Market Street Into 
Residence District Widely Approved. 


Allen W. Clark's idea to reclaim 
the area between Jeffefson and 
Grand avenues and Market street 
and Cass avenue, often referred to as 
the Twilight Zone, for.a central resi- 
dence district, is the subject of fa- 
vorable comment among both busi- 
ness and civic interests, especially in 
real estate circles. The proposal is 
declared to be feasible and of great 
value to the city. A committee of 100 
representative business and profes- 
sional men embracing all lines is 
being formed for the purpose of de- 
vising ways and means of carrying 
it vut as a civic movement. 

It is the plan to co-operate with 
various municipal departments, such 
as the City Plan Commission, Park 
Department, Department of Streets 
and Sewers, also business interests 
and civic and social organizations. 


Heads of business institutions em- 
ploying large numbers of persons 
long ago realized that a central resi- 
dential district, such as proposed by 
Clark, is necessary to the growth 
and development of St. Louis, and 
this section of the city, with its well 
constructed streets and sewers, is 
hailed as the solution of the problem. 


Indorsed by Veteran Realty Man, 


“The plan suggested by Clark is 
entirely feasible,” said Fletcher Har- 
ris of the Fletcher R. Harris Real 
Estate Co., and a veteran in that 
business. “It would be of greater 
value to the city than anything that 
could be undertaken. It is absolutely 
necessary to change the gateway of 
the city from its present dilapidated 
condition. This will require radical 


measures. It cannot be expected to 
be accomplished by waiting. It must 


be persistently and consistely 
worked out. I was heartily in favor 


of the parkway for the same reason. 
If this district were reclaimed, prop- 
erly planneq and made attractive, it 
would soon be filled up with good, 
substantial people. It is a recognized 
fact that our residential districts for 
self-respecting and valuable citizens, 
who can afford to pay only reasonable 
rental, are too far removed from the 
business district. There is certainly 
nothing within walking distance 
where people employed in clerical 
or industrial positions can live, ex- 
cept the hotels, which cannot be said 
to meet the requirements, If attrac- 
tive, substantial apartment houses 
were built in the central districts, 
or small homes built and rmade at- 
tractive, they would become very 
popular and be readily taken. 
Would Solve a Daily Problem, 
“Every real estate agent in the 
city is daily met with the problem 
of finding homes for good, substan- 
tial people, with good surroundings 
and within convenient distance to 
the business center. At present it is 
impossible for them to meet this de- 
mand. The reclaiming of this district 
would do more towards securing our 
million population than any of the 
other 10 projects which have been 
proposed. It would not be necessary 
for us to annex the suburban towns 
were this district reclaimed and made 
attractive. People from these towns 
would move into St. Louis.”’ 
Immediately after the national 
Democratic convention the plan of a 
permanent organization will be taken 
up and a vigorous and active cam- 
paign will be conducted for the re- 
claiming of the twilight zone as a 
central residential district, the boun- 
daries of which will be as defined, 


perhaps extending as far west as 
Vandeventer avenue.

GET ESTATE FROM 
MISSOURI WIDOW 


She Is Mrs. C. 6. Scanland, 30; 
Husband Was 81 When He 
Died Near Frankford. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

BOWLING GREEN, Mo., June 10.—In- 

terest of Pike County citizens has been 

centered for 10 days on the fight for 


control of the $260,000 estate of Charles 
Boone Scanland, which is being waged 
between his young widow, Mrs. Anna 
Estella Scanland, and 31 other heirs. 

Scanland died May 31 at his home 
north of Frankford. He was 81 years 
old. His widow is an attractive blonde, 
30 years old. 

The physicians pronounced Scanland 
dead at 7:15 o’clock in the morning, and 
two hours later an attorney for the 
widow filed in the Probate Court at 
Bowling Green, 15 miles away, an appli- 
cation for letters of administration on 
the estate and a bond for $50,000, signed 
by her as principal... On the same morn- 
ing the attorney also filed a partition 
suit in the Circuit Court asking for a 
division of the real estate, consisting of 
900 acres of land worth about $45,000, 


Judge Deferreq Action. 


Probate Judge J. E. Thompson refused 
to issue the letters at once and last 
Tuesday Mrs. Scanland applied in per- 
son. On the same day objections were 
filed by Everett Scanlanq] a nephew, 
declaring that the widow was not a 
proper person to manage the estate, 
alleging that she is ‘‘improvident, waste- 
ful and extravagant. 

Two days later 30 other heirs filed 
supplementary objections in which they 
declared that Mrs. Scanland should not 
be appointed, also alleging that “she is 
unfit to administer the estate.’’ 

Scanland married in November, 1912, 
Both had been married before. Scan- 
land had no children by either marriage. 

So far as is known, Scanland left no 
will, though one had been drawn for 
him before his last marriage, and his 
property thus passes to his widow and 
collateral heirs. 

The case has been set for hearing in 
the Probate Court June 19, and at least 
five firms of lawyers have béen em- 
ployed to assist in the trial. 

Attorneys for the collateral heirs will 
try to establish a pre-nuptial agree- 
ment signed by Scanland and his wife, 
in which he was to pay her $6000 ani 
$2000 a year, in Heu of dower, which 
would have precluded her from par- 
ticipating in the distribution of his es- 
tate. 

Mrs. Scanland admitted to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today that she had 
signed such an agreement before her 
marriage, but sald scanland later 
changed his mind asd destroyed the in- 
strument. 

Under the probate law of Missouri, 
the widow has the prior right to ad- 
minister, and the principal feature of 
the hearing will be an attack on Mre 
Scanland’s fitness to serve as adminis- 
tratrix. 

Scanland sued his wife for divorce in 
December, 1913, bat later dismissed the 
suit. He charged in his petition that 
she had traveled in an automobile from 
Hannibal to Kansas City with Emmett 
Mason, who had worked for Scanland 
on the farm, and that he had found her 
in Mason’s room one night about ll 
o’clock, 

Mrs. Scanland told of making the trip 
to Kansas City, but said*today that 
they were accompanied by Miss Folsom 
Spinsby, Scanland’s foster-daughter, 
and Harry Mifford. 

She also said that Scanland found her 
in Mason’s room at their home one eve- 
ning, but said that it was about 8 o’clock 
and that she had gone there after a 
quarrel with her husband, in which she 
warned him that she was going up to 
talk with Mason.

|Illinois Delegation Arrives on 

Special Train for Democratic 
National Convention. 


Roger Sullivan’ s vice presidential 
boom was brought to 8t. Louis last 
evening on a special train from Chi- 
cago, on which there was a arge IIli- 


General Lucey, State Auditor Brady, 
three Congressmen, 30 Judges and 13 
city officials of Chicago. 

The boom couldn’t be heard in the 
Jefferson Hotel, which is the party’s 
headquarters for the Democratic nation- 
al convention, although the booster 
meeting was held in a room. directly 
across the street, which has been se- 
lected as Illinois headquarters. 

Apparently the Illinois officials were 
not feazed by the announcement of 
National Chairman McCombs and other 
party leaders that the Democratic 
ticket this year would be ‘‘Wilson and 
Marshall.”” They went ahead carrying 
out their plan to push Illinois’ ‘“‘favor- 
ite son” as the President’s running 
mate. 

Suggests Line of Campaign. 

The party was led by George E. Bren- 
nan, chief lieutenant of Sullivan in his 
State organization, who made the prin- 
cipal address to the workers. Brennan 
told them that the best method of gain- 
ing recognition for their candidate from 
the convention delegates would be to 
remind them ‘‘that in every Democratic 
victory, of all the States, Illinois had 
cut an important figure and that the 
sipport of Illinois would be needed to 
elect a President.’’ 

Brennan said Sullivan is the most 
forceful, dominant man in the Demo- 
cratic party today, and declared he was 
entitled to the recognition his support- 
ers will ask for him for the services he 
had rendered the party in the past. 

A “Steering Committee’ of 15 members 
of the Chicago delegation will be ap- 
pointed by Robert M. Sweitzer, recent- 
ly defeated in the Chicago mayoralty 
election by Mayor Thompson and later 
elected County Clerk. This committee 
will seek to guide delegates to the con- 
vention from other states to the IIli- 
nois headquarters, where they will be 
informed of the Sullivan record and 
the reasons why his supporters believe 
he should be given the 
nomination. 

Several judges in the delegation and 
others spoke in glowing terms of Sul- 
livan’s qualifications, ranging all the 
way from his being designated as ‘‘the 
greatest Democrat in the United States’’ 
to the “biggest man in the party and 
plenty big enough to be President.”’ 

Sullivan is expected in St. Louis to- 
night to take active charge of his cam- 
paign. A meeting of the Chicago dele- 
gation will be held at noon in the IIli- 
nois headquarters.

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LIGE AND MITES 
NEED DIFFERENT 
WARFARE METHODS 


Vital Thing in Exterminating 
Both Pests Is Thoroughness 
and Care in Applying Reme- 

dies. 


If you look for lice you are usually 
pretty apt to find them, maybe only a 
few, and these you may ught success- 
fully, and thereupon conclude that you 
have solved the parasite question. But 
you may be mistaken. There may be 


a few lice about the poultry premises 
but more than a plenty of mites, which 
are worse than lice when they are nu- 
merous, and they more easily escape 
detection. Lice feed on the scurf, chief- 
ly of the feathers, annoy the fowls, 
old and young, and cause great distress, 
disease and death. But they are not so 
deadly as the little mite, which bothers 
the flock very little during tne dey. 
does deadly execution at night amons 
both chicks and fowls. You find them 
in crevices, or on the under side of 
roo:ts. Usually when found they look 
red, because of the poultry blood with 
which they are filled. 

Did you ever have a sitting hen that 
seemed to be, and really was, perfectly 
healthy, but which you found dead on 
the nest some morning? There may 
have been some other cause, but the 
most likely guess is, mites. 

The most effective treatment for 
these parasites calls for separate meth- 
ods of treatment for lice and mites, 
since the two differ in their life hab- 
its. Mites live in cracks, corners and 
nests of the poultry house and do not 
remain on the chickens except to feed. 
Application of powder to the bodies of 
the fowls is not necessary to eliminate 
them, as in the case of the lice. 

Spraying the poultry house and nests 
thoroughly with a dilution of « peck 
of unslaked lime and two pounds of 
salt in sufficient water to allow its use

in a spray pump, is effective against 
mites. After spraying, paint the nests 
and roosts with crude oil. 

Lice-infested fowls should be pow- 
dered with a good lice powder, which 
may be made after this formula: Mix 
three parts of gasoline, and one part 
of lime sulphur. Add enough Portland 
cement or plaster of Paris to take up 
the liquid. Spread this mixture or a 
board to evaporate. The powder which 
remains is very good for destroying 
lice. 

Blue ointment frequently is recom- 
mended as a lice remedy. There also 
are certain commercial preparations in 
the form of a salve that will free the 
birds from lice and keep them free for 
three to six months, or even longer. 
The directions for their use are the 
same as for the ointment. Apply a plece 
a little smaller than a garden pea to the 
bird’s skin directly under and around 
the vent. With the blue ointment it Is 
absolutely essential to keep the birds 
dry for several days after applying, or 
there will be lame birds if not dead 
ones. 

It is well to bear in mind that all of 
these preparations contain poisons and 
it is well always to err on the side of 
caution when using them. They should 
not be used on young stock. With chicks 
prevention is better than a cure, but 
where a cure is needed nothing is bet- 
ter than olive oil. Lice go to the nos- 
trils or the vent for moisture, and if 
head and vent are encircled with the oul 
a trap is set which will catch them. In 
treating day-old chicks one should use 
the least possible amount of olive oil 
and apply it just before the chicks go 
to sleep for the night, to prevent chill- 
ing. 

The vital thing in exterminating lice 
and mites is thoroughness and care in 
the application of the material used, 
and the repetition of the process at such 
intervals as will kill the newly hatched 
pests before they mature. With birds 
and premises once free from vermin 
the methods should be preventive, and 
the cheapest of these is everyday clean- 
liness. 


Green Food Needed 
by Growing Chicks 


Green food for growing chicks is nec- 
essary. They can ‘get along” with very 
little or none of it, but they will not 
do their best without green stuff, which 
may be supplied in many forms. 

What you can best furnish will de- 
pend upon your location, size of yard, 
whether you have a good lawn, etc., 
and also something depends upon the 
season. The green food should begin 
when the chick is two or three days 
old. Lawn clippings are good, if short 
and succulent. The following are other 
forms of green food: Table beets, man- 
gela, lettuce, sprouted vats, Swiss chard, 
kale, etc. All are good. 

Swiss chard is the best 
grown in the garden for chicks. It is 
superior to lettuce and grows larger 
and quicker. Mangels and beets are 
good in winter and early spring. If 
you have a double yarding system, you 
can grow reen stuff, like oats, in one 
yard, while the other is in use. Some- 
times I sow oats and have the birds 
dig the sprouts before they come up. 
In, the winter green alfalfa hay in whole 
form is good when you can get hay that 
is really first-class. If one has plenty 
of farm range the green food problem 
solves itself, during a large part of the 
year. 

} And don’t forget that the oats sprout- 
er is a good investment for use a consid- 
erable part of the year. 


Fresh-air houses and coops will pre 
vent all kinds of trouble. More fresh 
alr means fewer colds and fewer cases 
of roup. Of course the air cannot be 
pure if the house or coop is foul. no

Tran Nest. 

What are trap nests? Kindly tell me 
just what a trap nest fs for and how 
it works.—A reader, St.” Louis, Mo. 

If a hen lays in the ordinary open 
nest or box such as we find in the aver- 
age poultry house, there is no way for 
a poultryman to know just what hen 
laid any particular eggs. If a breeder 
is anxious to set all of the eggs from 
a certain hen, or !{f he is anxious to 
know just how many eggs each of his 
hens is laying, there is only one way 
for him to discover that fact, and that 
is through the use of a trap nest. This 
is a nest that simply traps the hen. 
She cannot free herself from it until 
she is released by an attendant. This 
gives him a chance to read and record 
the band number on the hen that lard 
the egg which was found with her in 
the nest. We ‘usually mark the ban4d 
number of the hen on the small end of 
the egg and also record it on a slip of 
paper, which is kept in the poultry 
house for that purpose. Then, at the 
end of the mcr*th or the year, we are 
able to total the eggs and know just 
how many each hen has laid. It is not 
necessary for a poultryman to trap nest 
his entire flock, but every poultryman 
should trap nest a pen or two of his 
choicest birds, especially during No- 
vember, December, January and Febru- 
ary. The hens that lay the most eggs 
in these months are usually the best 
layers in the flock. If a mature pullet 
lays as many as 30 eggs during Novem- 
ber, December and January, that pullet 
will usually be among the 200-egg hens 
of the flock. If it was not for the use 
of trap nests the poultryman would 
have no way of discovering these facts. | 

The plans for trap nests can be se-| 
cured from the Missouri State Poultry 
Experiment Station, Mountain Grove, or 
the College of Agriculture, Columbia, 
Mo., or they can be purchased from 
most poultry supply dealers.

Sleepy Chicka. 

I have had a great deal of trouble 
with sleepy chicks. Their eyés seem 
tc stick together and they seem to get 
cumpy and die. I feed corn bread, cane 
seed and corn chops, with plenty of 
green food.—R. H., Braggs, Ok. 

I think your method of feeding is 
responsible for your troubles in this 
case. Corn chops or cane seed and 
corn bread combined make a fattening 
food, and there is not enough of the 
right kind of nutrition in such a food 
t¢ grow blood, bone, muscle ana reath- 
ers. With such a héaffne food, the 
chickens grow dumpy, become sleepy, 
pile up, and colds and a slight form of 
roup often develop. *' would advise add- 
ing some Wheat to the other food, if 
possible, and would not recommend 


feeding too much cane seed to young 
chicks. 
If you can keep a mash before the 


chicks mace of wheat bran and shorts, 
with a few pounds of saft and a few 
pounds of ground charcoal added to 
every 100 pounds of the ground feed, 
I think your chicks will do much bet- 
ter. If you cannot keep anything else 
before them I would keep a hopper or 
box full of bran where they can help 
vuiemselves.

Mess or inability, but quite often it is 
@ue to trouble with the steering con- 
fro. 4 
*There are several types of steering 
heads and various methods of accom- 
plishing positive control; however, all 
are of the same principle and are de- 
ole to bring about the same result, 
ely, to control the position of both 
nt wheels with ease under all con- 
ditions when desired. It is necessary 
that both front wheels run parallel and 
describe concentric circles in turning. If 
not then one of the wheels must slide. 
When this takes place the tire wear 
will be greatly increased on the wheel 
not running true. 

In the chart are shown various mem- 
bers entering into the steering control. 
When the driver gulls the wheel to the 
left or right the wheels will turn to 
the left or right. The steering wheel is 
fastened to a steering post which enters 
‘the steering head assembly. This head 
is firmly attached to the frame of the 
ear, at the left or right side, as the 
construction may be. Whether designed 
with left or right control does not mat- 
ter. A simple steering head assembly 
is shown at A, B and C. Usually two 
gears of the worm type are used, one 
securely fastened to the steering post. 
such as is shown at B, the other se- 
curely fastened to a cross shaft. A 
substantial housing holds the gears in 
position and also forms the anchorage 
for the head on the chassis frame.

steering head arm D. When the steer- 
ing wheel is moved to the left or right 
the steering worm B turns the worm 
gear A, In this manner the steering’ 
head arm is moved as desired. Both 
gears work in lubricant to reduce fric- 
tion and wear. Likewise, thrust bear- 
ings such as shown at C are installed 


Before proceeding further one should 
note the necessity for an occasional in- 
spection of the steering head, both for 
lubrication and lost motion. Since there 
is plenty of room in the housing for a 
lubricant this may be packed with suffi- 
cient grease to run for a long time. Teo 
much lubricant will not work any in- 
jury, but not enough will cause exces- 
sive wear and also very difficult con- 
trol. As the gears wear, adjustments 
must be made to prevent lost motion 
at the steering wheel. Usually there 
are eccentric bushings which will permit 
bringing the two gears closer in mesh 
and likewise an adjusting nut such as 
shown at H to adjust for wear of the 
thrust bearings. Sontetimes the steering 
head arm will work loose where it is 
attached to the square inch shaft G. 
Likewise, the steering wheel may work 


loose at the point where it is attached 
ee er ere mee ’ 


to the post. Considering the various aston arm with ball end, such as shown 


at F, This arm is connected to the 
steering head arm, which also has a 
ball end as slrown at EB. A drag bar 
with adjustable ball sockets connects 
E and F. Since the steering knuckle 
arm F and steering head arm E must 
function at different angles, due to the 
spring action and throw of the wheels, 
adjustable ball sockets permitting uni- 
versal action are necessary. The tie 
bar connecting the two knuckle arms 
works in alignment and therefore does 
not require this construction. However. 
the pins K are carefully bushed ani 
lubricated with grease cups to reduce 
friction. 

At point J is shown the cibneaneiad 
for this tie bar, which -when length- 
ened or shortened will throw the wheels 
in or out of parallel. 

Any misalignment of the front wheels 
rot only causes difficult steering and 
control of the car, but also unneces- 
sary tire wear. This may be avoided 
by maintaining the wheels in align- 
ment. Care should be taken’ to note 


Strains to which these parts are sub- 
jected under all driving conditions, one 
should not wonder that these parts need 
careful attention. 

The front axle assembly which is 
shown in the chart is that of a standard 
design. The axle proper is firmly set in 
position at right angles to the frame 
and anchored to the front springs. This 
cannot move when the spring shackles 
are securely fastened. At each end of 
the axle are shown steering knuckles 
on which the wheels are fastened and 
rotate. To the right is shown a cross 
section of teh wheel hub giving an idea 
as to the construction. 

While different types of wheel bear- 
ings may be used, nevertheless there are. 
usually two, one inside and oné outside, 
to support the weight and reduce fric- 
tion of the wheel in turning. These are 
held in position by lock nuts and lubri- 
cated by grease from the hab cap, which 
must be filled from time to time. 

The steering knuckle swings in the 
yoke of the axle upon a knuckle pivot 
pin, which is carefully bushed and lu- 
bricated from grease cups. These steer- 
ing knuckles each have extension arms. 
If the car is controlled from the left 
hand side, the steering knuckle arm at 
the left will have an additional exten-

PLAN: FOR NATIONAL 
GOOD ROADS MEET 


WASHINGTON, June 10.—‘Unques- 
tionably: the time has arrived for a great 
National Road Congress to be +eld once 
@& year in the national capital under 
Federal Government direction,” asserts 
George C. Diehl, chairman of the A. A. 
A. Good Roads Board. 

“This gathering in Washington would 
be under the auspices of the United 
States Office of Public Roads and Rural 
Engineering of the Department of Azri- 
culture,”’ continues Mr. Diehl, “and the 
event could be made most comprehen- 
sive in its scope; there could be a com- 
plete exhibit of road machinery and 
road materials; there could be sample 
construction of various kinds of high- 
ways; road schools could be conducted 
for state, county and town engineers, 
and various technical phases of the 
work could be set forth by trained ex- 
perts who would gladly attend such a 
great good roads event. 

“Then there would come the inter-re- 
lated phases of road travel and road 
transportation. Undoubtedly the De- 
partment of the Interior, because of its 
national parks, would set forth the 
scenic attractions which are under Gov- 
ernment supervision. Various states 
would be given opportunity of advertis- 
ing their attractions. All around, an 
assemblage could be brought about 
which would prove exceedingly effective. 

“The Good Réads Board believes in 
state highway conventions, which are 
generally called for a specific purpose, 
in the enedavor to concentrate the ef- 
forts for road enthusiasts for definite 
ends. These state meetings are of in- 
calculable value, for the state is the po- 
litical subdivision which must carry on 
by far the greatest burden of future 
road construction and maintenance.”’ 


OVERLAND COMMON 
STOCK QUARTERED 


TOLEDO, O., June 10.—Sanction has 
just been secured from the State of 
Ohio and the New York Stock Exchange 
to reduce the par value of each share 
of common capital stock of the Willys-

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“FIXES TIRE PRESSURE 
CORRECTLY BY CALIPER 


Fifteen of the leading automobile tire 
manufacturers have admitted that the 
methods of tire inflation which they 
have advised motorists to use in the 
past are wrong. 

Tires should be inflated for the load 
they carry and not to an arbitrary pres- 
sure determined by the cross-sectional 
size of the tire. In other words, the 
manufacturers say that it is foolish tv 
pump up a four-inch tire which equips 
a light roadster to the same pressure 
that a four-inch tire must carry which 
equips a seven-passenger touring car. 

Heretofore practically all tire manu- 
facturers have advised an arbitrary in- 
flation schedule based upon 20 pounds 
pressure for every cross-sectional inch 
of the tire. That is to say, a three-inch 
tire carries @ pounds pressure, four-inch 
tire 8 pounds pressure, and so forth. 

This recent announcement shows that 
it is impractical for the car owner to 
follow either such an arbitrary infla- 
tion schedule or the pressure recommen- 
dation molded on the side of every tire.

The B. F. Goodrich company has really 
done something to help the car owner 
out of his predicament.

HE Carnegie Hero Commission bestows 
three classes of medals bronze, silver and 
gold, according to the rank of heroism 
which the recipients are held to have dis- 
played. During 1915-1916 it awarded 101 
bronze medals, 25 silver medals and two 
gold medals, the latter representing what 

the commission deemed the noblest acts of intrepidity 
investigated during the period. Here is the story, told 
in the words of the officia] report: ; 

Charles Zolminger, aged 30. plumber, 
Oliver H. Brewer, aged 58. a laborer, 
aged 21, civil engineer, from a cavein 
erick, Ok.

After a short time Zolninger and two other men de- 
scended a ladder to the top of the debris, although other 
men called to them to come back, as a> section of the 
wall which remained Standing was out of plumb. and 
likely to fall. Zolninger and one of the men with him 
“Cut @ hole through the debris at the foot of the stand- 
ing wall and aided Brewer to reach the surface. 

They then with a light entered the hole they had 
made. Zolninger examined the timbers between him 
and Dean; and then he and one of his companions, 
working alternately, cut a passage through them to 
Dean. Dean’s feet were pinioned against the wall by 
timbers which it was thought best not to cut, because 
they seemed to be supporting the debris above them; 
and it was decided that nothing further ¢ould ‘be done 
until the debris was removed. 

Zolninger and his companion had been working in 
the hole about five hours. They then went to the sur- 
face and helped other men remove debris from the top 
of the pile. After eight bours’ work a mass of sand 
greater than all the debris removed fell into the well. 
Zoininger cried with disappointment. He and two 
other men then entered the hole that had previously 
been cut. They knew what the result might be if they 
cut the timbers which held Dean, but they remained

and cut the timbers with saws. As the 
first timber was being cut, something 
above them snapped; and the saw was 
held so tightly in the timber that it 
could not be moved. This timber was 
cut with another saw, and two other 
timbers were cut. Dean was then re- 
leased and aided to the surface, three 
hours after the second cavein had oc- 
curred. 

Julius B. Gordon, aged 22, laborer, 
helped Zolninger to release Brewer, and 
then entered the hole and worked al- 
ternately with Zolninger until Dean was 
taken to the surface.

Strantz was unconscious when brought to the surface, 
but both he and Yocum were revived.

Nathaniel Sheppard, 60, a fisherman, aided in saving 
two fishermen from drowning in a storm when their 
boat struck a submerged block of ice in the Atlantic 
Ocean three miles off Tilting, Newfoundland. Shep- 
pard and his son were in their boat running before the 
storm to shelter, but changed their course to aid the 
men in distress. They found the men up to their chests 
in water, and waves six or eight feet high breaking 
over the sinking craft. While his son handled the 
tiller, Sheppard got both men aboard his boat at great 
peril to himself and at the cost of a hole staved in the 
end of his own boat. Sheppard mended 
the hole, and he and the others sailed 
to port in safety. He was rewarded 
with a bronze medal and $500. 

Timothy Cunningham, a laborer, 60 
years old, received a bronze medal and 
$1000 for saving Miss Margaret Glea- 
son from drowning at Okauchee, Wis.

Heroes Rewarded . 


N 1904 Andrew Carnegie set aside $5,000,000 
in United States Steel Corporation bonds as 
a foundation for the Carnegie Hero Fund 
Commission. “I do not expect,” said he, “to 
stimulate or create heroism by this fund, know- 
ing well the heroic action is impulsive; but I do 
believe that, if the hero is injured in his bold 
attempt to save his fellows, he and those de- 
pendent upon him should not suffer pecuniarily 
thereby.” 

Since that time the commission, which has its 
headquarters in Pittsburg, has awarded 18 gold 
medals, 391 silver medals and 736 bronze medals, 
or 1145 im all. It has considered 16,085 cases, 
of which 1145 were granted, 13,765 were refused, 
and 1175 are pending. It has disbursed in pecu- 
niary rewards to heroes and their dependents 
the sum of $1,637,358.10. 

Interesting statistics may be drawn from the 
128 cases in which awards were voted during the 
year 1915-1916. Of the heroes 121 were males 
and seven females. Twenty-five heroes—24 males 
and one female—lost their lives. The most heroic 
age was the decade between 20 and 29—38 of the 
heroes belonging to this class. The next in 
heroism was the decade between 10 and 19, with 
34 heroes. Between 30 and 39 there were 30 
heroes; between 40 and 49, 19; and between 50 
and 59, 3. There were three heroes 60 years old 
and one 72. The youngest heroes were two 
schoolboys 11 years of age. 

Schoolboys, schoolgirls and students, to a total 
of 22, were tied with the farmers for first place 
in numbers. Laborers came next, with nine 
heroes. There were eight trainmen, two elergy- 
men, three schoolteachers and two baseball play- 
ers. 

Out of the 128 cases, 67 were of drowning, 20 
of suffocation in wells, tanks, cisterns, etc., five 
were runaways and 16 were train accidents. 
Texas led with the largest number of heroes, 14; 
Pennsylvania was second with 12. Missouri and 
several other states had none. The Seutheastern 
States led with 34 heroes; the Southwest was 
next with 25; and the effete East provided 17. 
The rest were scattered over the Middle West 
and Nerth west.

Van Dyke, one of his crew, the man who had been with 
Davies, and six others were killed. 

The Carnegie Commission gave a silver medal to Van 
Dyke’s widow, together with an allowance of $55 a 
month for her support during her life, or until she 
remarries; $5 a month for the support of her son until 
he reaches the age of 16; and $20 a month for the sup- 
port of Van Dyke’s mother during her life. His en- 
gineer, William W. Marshall, who was disabled more 
than two months by the accident, received a silver 
medal and $1500. 

Among the heroes are several trainmen, and none of 
their exploits makes more stirring reading than that 
of Roy G. Allen, 27, a brakeman, who won a silver 
medal and $1000 for saving the life of Alice Hall, one 
year old, at Tampa, Fla. The baby crawled upon a 
railroad track when a freight train was approaching at 
15 miles an hour. Allen was in the cab of the locomo- 
tive and saw her when the train was 125 feet away. 
While the engineer was trying to stop the train, Allen 
ran along the running board and stepped down over the 
steam chest to the bumper. He jumped from the pilot 
towards the child when it was six feet from her. One 
of his féet touched the ground between 
an instant as the seized Alice in his

train struck and killed 
them both. Miles’ widow got an allowance of $30 a 
month as long as she lives or —_ she remarries, and 
a silver medal. 

Patrick W. Mulligan, another crossing watchman, 
saved Carmela Torbitone, aged two, from being killed 
by a train at Norristown, Pa. She ran towards a track 
on which a passenger train was approaching at 17 miles 
an hour. She was 15 inches from the rail and the

The sole work of the men is to get food for the fam- 
“fly, pick fruit and catch fish or fowl. The women keep 
house. The girls weave baskets. The children go to 
the island school. To be sure they are short of school- 
books, but there are the Bible and the Book of Common 
Prayer, and a few others. Then the whole community 
unites in its weekly amusement of singing Moodie and 
Sanky hymns to the accompaniment of the early Vic- 
torian organ presented by the great Queen herself. 
“Il am going to bring home a piano,” said Miss Mc- 
Coy. “I wish I. could bring a new teacher, too, for the 
ene we have is getting very old. I’d have trained my- 
eelf, if I hed had time, but, as it is, I think I'll have 

my hands full.” 

No doubt she will,.for there is one trace of original 
sin on this modern Eden—the men and women occa- 
sionally fall sick.

The officers refused to converse with 
him and he retaliated by heaping abuse on them and 


even threatening them with flogging. Things got worse, 


rather than better, after the Bounty started on the re- 
turn voyage from Tahiti, and they reached a climax 
when he accused his officers of stealing cocoanuts and 
threatened Fletcher Christian, second in command, a 
youth of 24, with a flogging. 


As Bligh slept that night, Fletcher seized him and 
took command of the Bounty. The next day the crew 
was divided and Bligh and 17 men were put into an 
open boat, only 23 feet long, with scanty provisions, and 
were turned adrift. They were 3600 miles from the 
nearest port at which they might safely land, yet, in- 
credible as it seemed, they successfully made the jour- 
ney, although for weeks they had been upon rations of 
an ounce of bread and a pint of water a day to each man. 
Subsequently they reached England, and Bligh’s biased 
account of the event aroused a national clamor of re- 
sentment against the mutineers. The Admiralty ordered 
the ship Pandora to search for them and take them to 
England for trial. 


In the meantime the Bounty returned to Tahiti. The 
natives gladly received them for the sake of Christian, 
whom they believed a son of Capt. Cook, and many of 
them took Polynesian wives. Christian, however, had 
foresight enough to know that if Bligh’s party escaped 
a punitive expedition would be sent to seek for the 
rebels. He urged his comrades to join him in a search 
for an unknown asylum in the sea. Nine agreed to do 
so, but the other 16 determined to remain on Tahiti. 


Events justified Christian’s judgment. The Pandora 
found 14 of the 16 and arrested them. The prisoners 
were treated with the utmost barbarity. Four were 
drowned in a shipwreck on the journey back; two were 
hanged, four were acquitted of complicity in the mutiny 
and the others were condemned to death, but later were 
pardoned. 

The eight who remained with Christian were John 
Mills, Isaac Martin, William Brown, Edward Young, 
William McCoy, John Williams, Matthew Quintal and

Alexander Smith, who later took the name John Adams. 
When the Bounty sighted the island, because it was 200 
miles out of the location marked for it in the charts, 
Christian considered it terra incognita and decided to 
locate there. 

Although small in area, it presented precipitious bluffs 
to the sea from all sides, with an extraordinary depth 
of water to its very shores, making it difficult for a ves- 
sel to land there. Its mountains towered to a height 
of 1008 feet above the level of the ocean, and “around 
their craggy pinnacles wheeled myriads of sea birds. 
Groves of palm and cocoanut trees—and especially the 
Leautiful breadfruit tree, the staff of life to the wander- 
ers—clothed the rocks almost to the water’s edge. In 
the deep valleys flourished in profusion most of the 
tropical fruits.” 


The Bounty was warped into a cove, and, after every- 
thing useful was removed from her, she was burned to 
the water’s edge, lest a passing vessel should observe 
her and make inquiries. The one thing the mutineers 
had to dread was a ship from Europe. This cove is 
known to this day as Bounty: Bay. 


The island was uninhabited. Most of the mutineers 
had Polynesian wives. They had brought along some 
Tahiti men as servants and this proved the first cause 
of trouble. Williams’ wife was killed by a fall from 
a cliff and he tried to replace her by the wife of one 
of the Tahitans. This so enraged the natives that they 
determined to kill all the white men. The plot was in 
part frustrated by the wives of the intended victims, 
who made a song, “Why does the black man sharpen 
ax? To kill white man.” 


Later the natives arose and this time all but four of 
the Englishmen, including Christian, were murdered. Of 
the four, two were, wounded and two escaped by flight. 
That all were not murdered was due to the loyalty of the 
wives. The four survivors determined to exterminate 
the Tahitan men. In this they succeeded. One of the 
wives herself killed the Polynesian leader, Tetahiti, with 
"an ax. 

The four survivors, however, quarreled among them- 
selves. McCoy, who had been a distiller, fermented the 
juice of a root and drunkenness. was added to the hor- 
rors. Finally, all of them were dead except one, Smith, 
who, from thén on, was known as John Adams. Thus 
Adams was left alone on the island with several wom- 
en and about twenty half-breed children. He had become 
deeply religious, however, and. he ruled his associates 
according to the literal words of the Bible and a book 
of Common Prayer, even instituting many Jewish Old 
Testament customs. 


It was 20 years before the outside world again heard 
of Pitcairn. In September, 1808, an American ship, the 
Topaze, sighted the island and stood towards it in the 
search of fresh water. As the vessel approached, its 
crew observed a native canoe putting out towards it. It 
was manned by a group of copper-colored youths. What 
was the amazement of the Americans when one of the 
natives arose and hailed them in the purest English. 
Capt. Folger landed and was greeted by Adams, who 
told him the whole remarkable story. In return, he told 
Adams of the French Revolution and the Napoleonic 
wars, and when he recounted the British naval victories 
of the Nile and Trafalgar, Adams gave a lusty “Huzza 
for Old England!” 


When Folger reached civilization again he told of the 
island and its remarkable people. In 1814 the British 
ship Tagus reached the island. No effort was made to 
arrest Adams and from that time on the British Gov- 
ernment has maintained a paternalistic dttitude to- 
wards the tiny colony. 


Although very few white intermarriages have taken 
place since then the population steadily increased. When 
it got too numerous for the island, the Government of- 
fered Norfolk Island, more than 1000 miles west, to 
those who wished to go there, and the majority accept- 
ed. Of the two the Norfolk colony today is far the 
larger.

HE melancholy hoot of an owl echoed 
through the foresi; a whip-poor-will was 
calling from the opposite ridge. The sun 
had sunk behind the hills, giving way to 
the soft twilight that settled down on the 
Ozark country. In front of his rude cabin 
on the banks of the little river Caleb 

Turnbull sat smoking his corn-cob pipe. 

Turnbull was an old, old man; tall, lean and pictur- 
esque. Snow-white hair hung to his shoulders; deep 
wrinkles furrowed his weather-reaten face; rough cjoth- 
ing covered his shrunken frame. But, withal, he was 
rugged, erect, clear of eye and quick of foot—a typical 
Ozark mountaineer. As ‘he blew a cloud of fragrant 
smoke of home-cured tobacco into the air and gazed far 
into the sky beyond the hills, his memory turned to the 
days of long ago. 

He thought of the Indians who camped and hunted 
in the Jacks Fork country; of Chief Big Wing, whom 
he had known so well; of the old bear and buffalo hunts; 
of the first settlers; and then of the Black Eagle. 

The Black Eagle—would he and his mate return? It 
was 18 years since they last nested on the face of the 
cliff across the river. Just 18 years since the war with 
Spain. 

The boy, but a baby then, now a tall, husky lad, a 
man in size. How time flies! The Civil War seemed 
like a dream of yesterday; the Black Eagle had nested 
on the cliff during those four years of hell and misery. 
And the Mexican War of the ’40s, when the old man 
first saw the Black Eagle, seemed not so long ago. The 

lack Eagle, a bird of ill omen, was to him as a friend 
of the years gone by. If the bird did return, soon, he 
hoped to live to see him once more. 

Caleb Turnbull is a child of the hills, born and reared 
in the Ozark country on the banks of the stream he 
loves. Far Jacks Fork has ever been his home. His 
parents came to the Ozarks, from the hills of the 
Carolinas, in the early °’29s, a year before Caleb was 
born. Silas Turnbull, the father, was a soldier in the 
War of 1812, and fought with Old Hickory Jackson 
at New Orleans. A hunter, trader, trapper, whose 
courage or integrity never was questioned, he sought 
newer fields.- 

Coming to the Ozarks, he found the Indians in full 
possession of the country, hunting bear or buffalo, 
beaver or wolf, as was their wont. With the red men, 
the elder Turnbull soon made friends. Their Chief, 
Big Wing, had led warriors, with other Indians, against 
William Henry Harrison at Tippecanoe. Earlier he had 
joined his forces with those of the white man and 
helped defeat the British in the second war with Great 
Britain, Thus a common bond of friendship srpang up 
between the two warriors—the pioneer and the abor- 
igine. 

It was Big Wing who first told Silas Turnbull about 
the Black Eagle. According to the red Chief, his tribe 
had camped in the little valley of Far Jacks Fork, and 
were hunting buffalo through the hills, which were then 
covered with long blue stem grass, and very little tim- 
ber. A party of hunters returning from the chase one 
day in the early spring reported having seen a very 
strange bird, “big like eagle, black like crow,” on a 
hich cliff far up the river. 

The Chief was interested, and the next day, ‘taking 
the medicine man of the tribe with him, he went to 
look for the bird. They found him and his mate where 
the braves had seen him the day before. The Chief 
wanted to kill the bird, but the medicine man advised 
against it, saying that it was probably a bird of omen. 

The Chief returned to the camp, and that very day a 
French trader came into camp and told them of “the 
big war with the big tribe of palefaces from the land 
of .the rising sun.” The next day the Chief led his 
braves to the east, and before one moon had passed he 
joined his forces with those of the white Americans, 
his former enemies.

Thus father and son provided food for the fam- 
ily, while mother and the girls spun the cotton and 
wool, and wove the clothing. 

One day a big, black eagle and his mate were seen 
on the'cliff that frowned acrogs the river, and Silas 
Turnbull remembered the story told by the Indian Chief. 
He had never doubted the red man’s truthfulness, but 
up to now had given the story little concern, In a 
few days a settler from the White River country of 
Arkansas, returning from St. Genevieve, where he had 
traded furs for powder and bullets, told the Turnbulls 
that Mexico and the United States were in war. 

The next day Silas and Caleb Turnbull shouldered 
their flintlock rifles and started on foot for the Mis- 
souri River. Arriving at a settlement they enlisted as 


volunteers in the United States army and went with =» ~- 


Doniphan into the country south of the Rio Grande. 
The father never returned; a Mexican bullet had done 
its work. Caleb returned to his Ozark home. 

The Black Eagle and his mate had left a month be- 
fore. 

Soon after the son returned the mother died, the 
sisters married men of nearby settlements, and Caleb 
Turnbull took unto himself a wife. Time moved on. 
Caleb was now a man of middie age with half-crown 
children. He and his family were living peacefully, 
happily, contentedly, after the manner of pidneers. 


One morning in the spring of 1861, looking acr@ss the 
valley from the field he had just planted, Caleb saw the 
bird of ill omen perched in the branches of a dead 
tree, far above the cliff. The Black Eagle had returned. 


Not many days later rumors of war were heard, and 
as the days went by the rumors became more numerous, 
and soon factional feeling began to permeate the peace- 
ful Ozarks. Turnbull was no coward. He was 
Southern born and bred, but loyalty to the Union 
was, to him, inborn. Leaving his knee-high corn 
to be cared for by his wife and children, he made 
his way on foot over the dim trails of the hills 
to Rolla, where he offered his services 
to the Union. 


For four long years he followed the 
fortunes of a soldier. He was at Wil- 
son's Creek, at Shiloh, and in a score 
of other fights. Returning home in 
°65 he wore the uniform 
of an officer and bore a 
Captain’s commission. 

Ill news awaited his 
coming. His eldest son, 
seeking adventure, had

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She’s a Millionaire—And Als@a 


F there ever comes a day when 
in this topsy-turvy land the 
small boys rule and the parents 
have to obey or suffer in senile 
courts, there is‘ going to be a 
popular movement to erect a 
monument to the memory of 

one dog catcher—a monument which 
may overtop the one to Washington. 

This sounds like a paradox, but it isn’t. Most persons 
are convinced that, so long as there are dogs, smail 
boys and dog catchers, there will be feud and hatret 
passing all understanding. But the Joan of Arc of 
Dogdom has arrived in the person of the of- 
ficial dog catcher of the city of Milwaukee. 

Catching dogs is a strange job for a woman, 
but Milwaukee has a woman dog catcher, the 
head of the department. She didn’t take the 
job because she needed money. She has oodles 
of money of her own—indeed, she is rated as 
a millionaire. She never got a salary at all 
until last year, when the city authorities gave 
her $700. In the same year she spent $3000 
for the werk of her department and this year 
her pay has been raised to almost half her 
expenses. So it is plainly seen that she un- 
dertook the work for love. 

Wealthy, of high social position, Miss Leonore 
H. Cawker has devoted herself for more than 
a decade to the welfare of Milwaukee’s canine 
population. And so she has achieved the un- 
attainable; she has made the dog catcher’s job 
popular! 

For 10 years Miss Cawker has been doing 
this work, more or less officially. Last year 
was her first as the city’s official dog catcher. 
Before that she cared for homeless pups and 
kittens unofficially, and, disgusted with the 
methods used by the city police in killing 
strays, she announced in an advertisement, 
three years ago, that she would guarantee 
painless death to animals which must be disposed of. 

Miss Cawker'’s work has been officially recognized as 
being valuable to the city. There had been no dog 
catcher for years, until she was given an official com- 
mission. Out of her salary she was supposed to look 
after departmental affairs, hire three men and run a 
dog auto to go around collecting animals. She fitted 
part of her stables on the upper west side, in an aristo- 
cratic neighborhood, as a kennel, with an asphyxiation 
room, where animals sentenced to the last sleep might be 
put away without pain. 

Eleven years ago Milwaukee had a city dog pound, open 

for all to see. It was 
a nauseating place. By 
means of ice picks three 
men killed the dogs 

which were to be dis- 
posed of. Heads were 
cloven with the picks 
and then, often not in- 
stantly killed, the dogs 
were allowed to lie on the 
ground and die in tor- 
ture. Then the bodies 
were taken, even though 
sometimes not dead, to 
the city garbage inci.i- 
eratory. 

When Miss Cawker 
saw a newspaper notice 
that the City Council 
was to erect a _ fence 
about the dog pound to 
prevent children med- 
dling with the dogs as 
they lay on the ground, 
she started to improve 
conditions. She was then interested in slum children 
and maintained a room to teach them the higher things 
of life—an amusement center. When she turned to the 
work for animals, the city took over the work for 
children by providing social center playgrounds, thus 
carrying out on a large scale Miss Cawker’s private 
work of philanthropy. 

With no prospect of civic encouragement, with no 
encouragement from any influential source, Mias Cawker, 
with stout heart and firm purpose, pushed the move- 
ment for humane treatment of dogs and other animals. 
Since she began the city bas had no serious hydrophobia 
epidemics and comparatively few cases of stray dog 
nuisances. ? 

Her first home for homeless dogs was in connection 
with a veterinary surgeon, but was unsatisfactory be- 
cause of limited quarters, and Miss Cawker finally de- 
cided to use her own large stable, a well ventilated 
building, of solid stone Kennels fill the basement of 
the stable, and provide a comfortable abode for the lost,

unwanted or strayed. A special room is provided for 
asphyxiation of the crippled, incurably injured dogs, 
and those which are not claimed after a reasonable time. 
The latter class includes most of the dogs which are 
taken up in response to police calls for Miss Cawker’s 
dog ambulance. 

Miss Cawker believes in decreasing the mongrel pop- 
ulation, and in saving only the dogs of pedigree, or pure 
blood, and so her orders are to asphyxiate all female 
mongrels after the shortest time in which a real owner 
might be expected to call. About a dozen blooded dogr, 
but homeless, are saved each year and given to persons 
who want them. In the majority of cases dogs worth 
saving are soon called for by owners. Miss Cawker’s 
automobile men are instructed to watch the newspapers 
and trace any dogs advertised as found or lost. 

Until Miss Cawker’s $3000-a-year institution was recog- 
nized last year by the payment of a nominal salary, there 
had been no recognition of her work except in resolutions 


by trained experts, while the animal 
question, a problem increasing in im- 
poitant phases, had no one to attend 
to it. She had done much in the slums, 
had furnished and maintained play- 
rooms, and in another part of the city — 
had assisted in founding the Boy's — 
Busy Life Club, to which she is stil} — 
a liberal contributor. - 

Since she has taken up her present work she estimates’ ~~ 
that she has expended $30,000 in the practical application = 
of her ideas. For eight years the work so monopolized = 
her attention that she abandoned the usual] summer vara- 

| tion to attend to her work. Last winter she 
took her first vacation in eight years, going 
South for a brief rest. 


Miss Cawker’s spacious stables afford room for 
other animals than dogs. Sometimes when the — 
owner of a horse is arrested for abusing. the 
animal, Miss Cawker has it sent to her stable 
to be put in condition again, or to await court | 
action against the owner or driver. At one time — 
in her stables and kennels all sorts of pets can 
be found, one recent day seeing dogs, cats, 
horses, parrots, an owl, a wild turkey, pigeons 
and rabbits in the stable at one time. age 

As might be imagined, Miss Cawker has many 
pets.. Most of them are animals saved from the ~~ 
asphyxiation chamber because they showed a 
fondness for the mistress of the dog pound. A 
rare toy terrier is one.

Last year she and her men handled 3000 dogs. 
alone. There are usually from thirty-five to fifty 
dogs on -hand waiting for possible identification, | 
or, later, asphyxiation.

HE crowning climax among individual 
beauty spots which will dot the suffra- 

gists’ “Golden Lane” this week will be a 

: tableau posed upon the steps of the old 
Art Museum at Nineteenth and Locust streets. 
The “Golden Lane,” or more prosaically but 
graphically described, the “walkless” parade, is 
the street spectacle with which, on June 14, suf- 
fragists, local and national, will demonstrate their 
hopes to the Democratic National convention. As 
already widely announced, it is planned to stretch 
a cordon of women gowned in white, standing be- 


neath yellow parasols, effecting an unbroken 
stretch of the suffrage color all the way from the 
Jefferson Hotel to the Coliseum. Urged by Miss 
Mary E. Bulkley, head of the Plans Committee of 
the suffragists, three men eminent in the crafts, 
an architect, sculptor and engineer, Tom P. Bar- 
net, Victor S. Holme and Hans Toensfeldt, re- 
spectively, put their wits together to evolve a 
design for the central tableau. The above draw- 
ing was made at an early stage from their plan. 

While other details may develop the scheme for 
the ensemble is as follows: 

Liberty, represented by a woman of statuesque 
proportions, posed on a pedestal, will be the cen- 
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ter of the pyramid composition. Down either 
on successive steps following the sweep of th: 
ustrade, will be grouped figures representing 
the East side 18 states where women have p: 
suffrage; upon the west side the 18 states w 
in women are allowed no suffrage whatsc 
At the foot of Liberty a radiant group of fi 
in dazzling white will represent the states \ 
women have won suffrage. And ranged abou 
group, figures representing the foreign cou! 
where women vote. 

It is planned that Liberty shall reprodu 
nearly as possible the Statute of the Re] 
by French, She will wear a blue robe, a 
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laurel wreath about her brow, hold aloft a golden 
globe surmounted by an eagle and in the other 
hand a golden standard topped by a red liberty 
cap. The figures representing the partial suffrage 
states will be robed in gray gowns with a Greek 
fret design in yellow for ornamentation. They will 
wear veils of white formed about their heads with 
golden filets. The non-suffrage states with their 
backs to the sun will be robed in black, long, 
sweeping black garments with no decoration what- 
soever. Their heads will be bowed, their faces 
shrouded in mysterious and somber black veils. 
The voting states will be robed in flowing white 
Grecian draperies. They will wear gold laurel

Gay figures representing the voting countries, 
dressed in,the national costume of each one, will 
add a colorful note.. The localities where women 


have suffrage are 10 in number, namely, Norway, 
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Denmark, Canada, Iceland, Finland, Bosnia, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, Tasmania and Ile of Man. 

Flags of the nations which accord political 
rights to women will flutter along with the yellow 
pennants of the hopefuls, in decorative effect. 

It is planned»to have an awning or canopy of 
yellow and white stripes to shield the actors from 
the June sun. The group will pose five minutes 
at a time with rest intervals of five minutes be- 
tween during the afternoon of the ec ey ct 
In the evening the actors will take part in the 
Twelfth street procession when every suffragist 
who can be mustered will be present carrying a 
lighted yellow lantern on a pole.
